A Beautiful Pastoral Staff. 





HANDSOME specimen of ecclesiasti- 
cal art metal work of the present 
day is to be found in the beautiful pastoral 


— 























PASTORAL STAFF PRESENTED TO BISHOP NILAN, 


staff presented, April 28, to the Right Rev. 
John J. Nilan, D.D., Bishop of Hartford, 


Conn., by his old classmates at Troy, N. Y., 
the crozier of which is illustrated here- 
with. 

The staff is of silver gilt, set with jewels 
and enamels and filigree work. It is a most 
ornste example of the Romanesque period, 
recalling the beautiful originals which we 
see in use on high festivals in the great 
Continental cathedrals in Europe, when a 
prelate gives his blessing. 

The designer has taken as his motif all 
the best examples and characteristics of the 
llth and 12th centuries, great in the profuse 
use of jewels, enamel, gold and silver and 
other metals, giving great splendor to the 
ecclesiastical work of the times, which has 
never been equaled in any period in church 
metal work, 


The Crozier will take rank both in de- 
sign and craftsmanship with the best ex- 
amples of any period of ecclesiastical ware. 
The head of the staff is in the form of a 
shepherd’s crook, in the center of which is 
a Maltese cross, the whole being studded 
with jewels and enameled. The canopy, 
which is under the crook, reveals the figures 
of the Master, Blessed Virgin and Child 
and six Apostles—St. Peter, St. Paul, St. 
Andrew, St. Matthew, St. James Major 
and St. James Minor. At the top of the 
canopy stands the figure of an angel hold- 
ing a shield: which is enameled, and bears 
the sacred monogram “I, H. S.” The knob 
below is also enameled and jeweled, and 
the staff is all silver gilt. 

The staff was made by the Gorham Co., 
Providence, 








Beautiful Gold Casket Presented to Ex- 

President Roosevelt by the City of London. 

HEN ex-President Roosevelt was ten- 
dered the freedom of the .city of 
London, May 31, he was presented at the 
same time with a magnificent gold casket, 
an illustration of which appears on the 
front cover of this issue. The cut was 
made from a photograph of the design. 

This beautiful casket in its design, orna- 
méntation and general characteristics sym- 
bolizes the sentiment of cordial welcome 
extended by the city of London to its dis- 
tinguished visitor. The general outline of 
the box is oblong, the front and reverse 
being divided into four panels, containing 
enamel painted views of the Guildhall, the 
Mansion House, St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
the Tower Bridge. 

The space between the two front panels 
is occupied by the full blazon of the arms 
of the city of London in enamel, with an 
ornamental shield below, upon which the 
following inscription is engraved; 

“Presented by the Corporation of the 
City of London to Theodore Roosevelt, ex- 
President of the United States of America. 
Guildhall, London. 81st May,-4910.” 


At each of the four corners of the casket 
a shield is placed upon which are enameled 
the arms of Great Britain, the city of Lon- 
don, the United States of America and the 
Union Jack. 

The top of the box is ornamented with 
classic scrolls, and upstanding round the 
edge is a border of English roses, the 
whole being supported upon four richly 
decorated scroll feet. 

The center of the lid is occupied by a 
trophy of festoons and other ornaments, 
which support the American eagle, with the 
Stars and Stripes in enamel, the monogram 
of the recipient being shown in fine dia- 
monds and sapphires. 

An important feature of the casket is to 
be found in the two beautifully modeled 
figures which are seated at either end of 
the lid; one of these figures is allegorical 
of America, holding the national flag, and 
the other represents Britannia holding the 
Union Jack, both flags being enameled in 
proper colors, 

The base upon which the casket rests has 
extended platforms, upon one of which 
stands a finely modeled American bison, 
and upon the other a model of a lion, 

At intervals round the border of the 
base are panels containing representations 
in relief of various animals, the interspaces 
being occupied by crossed guns and laurel, 
the suggestion being a tribute to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s hunting achievements. 

The base stands upon eight ball feet and 
is completed by a lower pedestal of oak and 
velvet. 

This exquisite piece of work was designed 
and manufactured by the Goldsmiths & Sil- 
versmiths’ Co., Ltd., 112 Regent St., Lon- 
don, and is among the most noteworthy of 
the company’s recént productions in this 
line, 








The Chamber of Commerce, of Greens- 
boro, N. C., is working with the jewelers 
of that section to make the coming con- 
vention of the North Carolina Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association, which will meet in 
Greensboro’ June 14 and 15, a success in 
every way. The Chamber, through its 
secretary, C. C. McLean, has sent out let- 
ters to the jewelers of the State, urging 
thém to, attend the convention and offering 
them a welcome on behalf of the business 
interests of Greensboro. During the con- 
vention week, the merchants of the city will 
have a window prize contest, and judges 
from the association will award prizes. The 
jewelers of Greensboro intend to give the 
visiting delegates a barbecue, while the 
Chamber of Commerce has arranged to 
take the jewelers over the city to various 
points of interest, and nothing will be left 
undone to make their stay both pleasant 
and profitable. The invitation urges every 
jeweler, whether a member of the associa- 
tion or not, to attend.

| The Three Kinds of Rococo. 
| 

















USEUMS are organizations which 
M must not be held to one rigid 
lard. Whatever is praiseworthy in 
r fields must be allowed within their 
its, where the spirit of conservatism 
etimes makes itself too evident. Striv- 
os for the possibilities of development 
should not be overlooked. Simply to col- 
lect objects of past centuries and preserve 
them from decay can never be the only 
im of a museum. According as such in- 


which has received the same favorable no- 
tice, even outside of Germany, as its pre- 
decessors, “Symmetry and Balance,” and 
“Student Art,” has for its theme “Three 
Kinds of. Rococo.” 

Up to this time we have heard only of 
the original, genuine rococo, which char- 
acterizes the re‘gn of Louis XV and of 
Frederick the Great—capricious, untram- 
melled, full of inventive genius, represent- 
ing the last extreme of wild and exuber- 
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are numberless, both in private and public 
ownership; and the task of following the 
rococo from the courts through the homes 
of the citizens, and from France, the land 
of its birth, into Germany, Austria, Italy, 
England and Russia, as well as of tracing 
its premonitory beginnings in the 16th 
century would be rewarded. 

But a museum pledged to the cause of 
the practical industries would have been 
entering upon a dangerous course in so 
doing. The interest in these products of 
the 18th century would very likely have 
led to an over-estimation of them, and 
to attempts at a revival of the style in the 
great centers of wealth and art. Our era, 
however, which is struggling to create a

stitutions are exclusively theoretical, or as 
they seek primarily or secondarily to per- 
form a practical use, their directors will 
be confronted with varying problems. 

The highest service will be rendered by 
dealing with all the objects collected 
from the point of view of broad knowl- 
edge, and, as far as objects of art are con- 
cerned, making them accessible to the 
greatest number of persons possible. 

Industrial museums, first to be named, 
of course, in the class of those which have 
a practical end in view, should never lose 
sight of their primary aim; yet, if they 
are to justify their existence, and realize 
the purposes of their founders, they have 
still more to do; theirs is the task, not 
easy, but surely not thankless, of further- 
ing, by the most varied suggestions and 
incitements, the zsthetic education of the 
public, both the producing and consuming 
classes. 

The Royal Industrial Museum at Stutt- 
gart takes great pains not only by means 
of its collections, but by numerous special 
exhibitions, to perform its mission as a 
teacher by extending in ever-widening cir- 
cles an interest in xsthetic things. To its 
collections have recently been added im- 
portant new departments, as, for example, 
illustrations of the changes and vagaries 
of taste in the last five centuries. Aided 
by the Royal Central Bureau of Industry 
and Trade, under its far-seeing president, 
von Mosthaf, the museum has been able 
to carry out schemes which have not taken 
shape in equal proportions, if at all, in 
any other part of Germany. The latest 


exhibition arranged under its auspices, 


ant fancy, the climax of rebellion against 
the artistic creed of classical antiquity. 
To devote an exhibition to this period 
of the finest courtly gallantry and greatest 
decorative extravagance would not be dif- 
ficult, for examples illustrating the truly 
feudal magnificence of those brilliant days

style of its own, would certainly find more 
hindrance than help in such attempts. The 
conservative tendency, already very strong, 
would be made still more so by such a 
movement, and artists and artisans would 
find added difficulty in bringing the pub- 
lic to an understanding of their achieve- 
ments. The Stuttgart Museum has not 
chosen a course which might lead to such 
developments; instead of a purely theoret- 
ical exhibition, it has offered a_ practical 
one, with unmistakable tendencies. 

It will be remembered that in the 80’s 
and 90’s lately closed a cycle of fashion 
brought a return to the rococo style. We 
are less familiar with the fact that in the 
previous 40’s and 50’s there were wide- 
spread efforts to make it the prevailing 
mode. At that time the necessary knowl- 
edge was lacking, and the result was so 
naively stupid, so awkward and devoid of 
any idea of harmony in color, that the 
second rococo forces from us a smile of 
ridicule. 

The third rococo, even under the guid- 
ance of greater technical capacity, and 
with the rich treasures of past periods at 
hand for aid, leaves us likewise in sight 
of its best work perfectly cold. It be- 
longed to the last quarter of the 19th 
century, and is now, happily, a matter of 
past history. 

We recognize clearly in the second and 
third rococo periods the impossibility of 
again awakening to life the forms of a 
brilliant, but long vanished, age, under to- 
tally different inner and outer conditions. 
Whether the decorative motives of such 
an alien period are adopted only approxi- 
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tely, or its details followed with the 
uracy of imitation, is of little conse- 
ence. Either method is fundamentally 
yrrect, for it is as impossible to pro- 
ce really artistic work in this way as 
would be for us to sever our connection 
th the life of our own day by masquer- 
ing in the poses and costumes of the 
tage. 
In the Stuttgart exhibition the original 
coco and its later revivals were very 
early contrasted. It is hoped that the 
ccompanying illustrations will show this 
contrast. If we study some of the pieces 
which comprise the splendid traveling out- 
fit of Duke Eugen of Wurtemburg, Figs. 
|, 2 and 7 (loaned to the exhibition by 
King Wilhelm); the richly decorated sil- 
ver coffee pot (English) (Fig. 3); a Pari. 
sian bronze clock owned by A. S. Drey, 
of Munich; or a Ludwigsburg tureen, 


Among the revivals of former styles 
which characterized the latter part of the 
19th century, the third rococo was pre- 
dominant. Especially in German, given its 
initiative by King Ludwig II of Bavaria, 
it reigned supreme in the domain of in- 
dustrial art for more than 15 years. Even 
to-day it has not entirely lost its ground 
in France. It was imagined to be far in 
advance of the naive attempts of its prede- 
cessor, the second. rococo. 

All the good old pieces of the French 
and German masters of the 18th century 
had become common possessions through 
excellent reproductions, and numerous 
good photographs had aided the extension 
of knowledge regarding the first rococo 
period. But in spite of this all the work 
of the 80’s and 90’s, even the most pre- 
tentious pieces which won admiration at 
the ‘Paris and Chicago expositions, were,

which belongs in the Stuttgart collections, 
we shall not fail to feel their charm. The 
graceful play of lines which characterized 
the more delicate and elegant French 
work (Fig. 4) was managed even more 
skilfully by German artists. 

What a distance separates such crea- 
tions, which breathe forth the atmosphere 
of their age, from the products of the 
second rococo period! Here all instinct 
for rational form seems to have vanished, 
and all idea of harmony between form and 
decoration. This is strikingly shown in 
Fig. 5, a large glass vase from the Brun- 
ner Museum, in which an antique shape is 
covered with awkward and miscompre- 
hended rococo arabesques. Still more il- 
lustrative is the little porcelain pitcher in 
Fig. 6, where the decoration is so over- 
luxuriant that the constructive functions 
of feet, handle and lid are quite forgotten. 
Add to this the glaring colors loved by the 
second rococo style, in contrast to the first, 
which had, half-unconsciously, the correct 
feeling for moderation in color, as a coun- 
ter effect to the extravagance of form. 

Not only in the porcelain vessels and 
ungraceful porcelain figures of the second 
rocco period, but also in the glass of that 
day, do we find violent contrasts of color 
which are actually painful. Where the 
color plays no part, as in metallic objects, 
the result is more endurable, as in the silver 
ornamental cake basket shown in Fig. 8. 
and in some jewelry.

as we now clearly see, only poor copies of 
the original rococo. 

Every household can furnish proofs of 
this, and we need not multiply illustra- 
tions. One or two objects will show how 
far removed was the copy from its model. 
The mixture of Renaissance motives at- 
tracts the attention, shown partly in con- 
struction, partly in decoration, as demon- 
strated at the exhibition by a stone porce- 
lain beer mug and the mounting of a glass 
plate. We see how the craftsmen, having 
laboriously assimilated a certain style, 
went on practising their newly acquired 
facility, without the least regard to the 
fact that they were joining two independ- 
ent and incongruous elements. 

Such details show us plainly that both 
the second and third rococo styles are 
nothing but a mummery, a stage masquer- 
ade. In the third period the necessity of 
checking the wild riot of color which 
ruled the second had indeed been learned; 
but in place of delicate pink, soft blue or 
sea green, composite shades such as olive 
green, terra cotta red, etc., became the pre- 
vailing ones; these, as well as the other 
fashionable shades of the 80’s and 90s, 
have a muddy, dull effect. 

Another point clearly demonstrated by 
the Stuttgart exhibition is the error at the 
foundation of the industrial art work of 
the closing years of the 19th century. Any 
real advance requires new _ tendencies. 
Where the work is at best only a servile 
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copy,. there can be no real development. 

The question might be asked, says G. 
E. Pasaurek in Uber Land und Meer, 
why Stuttgart chose the rococo, when the 
Renaissance or the Gothic style would 
have furnished a similar picture. The 
reason was this: At our day the tempta- 
tion to imitate and the consequent dan- 
gers, are much greater in the case of the 
rococo than in either of the other styles 
mentioned. 

The Renaissance has lost its actuality, 
so to speak, and the Gothic, even in church 
architecture, has reached a state of stag- 
nation, and will have no attraction for the 
next generation. The rococo, on the other 
hand, is still, in. the idea of many aristo- 
cratic circles, the embodiment of feudal 
splendor, with which the “parvenu” world 
is so fond of trying to invest itself. It is 
undeniable that the wealth of ornament 
which filled the magnificent residences of 
the princes and nobles in the middle of the 
19th century has a tremendous fascination 
for every unsophisticated mind. But we 
must draw another conclusion from it. 

The splendor of the rococo may teach 
us not that we are to imitate its exact 
forms in the past, but that our modern 
architecture and artistic work is really 
much to conservative to suit certain repre- 
sentative purposes, and that the desire for 
ornament inherent in human nature can- 
not be satisfied by an exaggerated Puri- 
tanism. The reaction against the over- 
decoration in which the last generation in- 
dulged has been carried to an extreme. 

But now that we have at last found the 
normal basis, worked our way into the 
right path and established the principle 
that form is the essential or primary ob- 
ject and decoration the secondary, we 
have reached the point where we can em- 
ploy, with moderation, of course, decora- 
tive motives which are not stolen from 
any former period, but which are the ex- 
pression of the esthetic creed of our day. 

The placing side by side of the three 
kinds of rococo has also been made neces- 
sary by the fact that many conservative 
producers are offering reproductions of 
the second kind as something entirely 
modern. When the Royal Porcelain Man- 
ufactory at Meissen, which has previously 
always drawn designs from its own rich 
collecions of porcelain out of the first ro- 
coco period, is endeavoring to revive the 
second, it is time for a warning voice, lest 
we come into the sad case of being obliged 
to witness a procession of all the unpleas- 
ant creations of the 40’s and 50’s. It is 
to be hoped that the Stuttgart exhibition 
has had an influence in this direction. 


The exhibition, lasting six weeks, was 
well attended, as similar ones have usu- 
ally been. Although it is probable that of 
the thousands of persons who visit mu- 
seums and exhibitions, only a very small 
number are materially affected, one must 
be content with that result. The unusual 
number of those who this time attended 
the accompanying lectures must, it would 
seem, have received some benefit. 

This catalogue remains, now that the 
objects collected in the exhibition are 
again scattered, the only tangible result as 
regards the future. An idea of what the 
exhibition was can be gathered from its 
pages.

Bill Introduced in Congress to Open Gem Dealers’ Books for Inspection—Precious-Stone 
Importers’ Protective Association Offers Rewards for Conviction of Smugglers. 








HAT the Precious Stone Importers’ 
Protective Association, which was 
rmed in this city some time ago, is deter- 
ned to do everything possible to stamp 
ut the smuggling of diamonds and other 
precious stones into this country, is evident 
from the fact that, following the introduc- 
tion of a bill into the House last week, 
which has for its object the breaking up 
f the diamond smuggling business, the as- 
sociation is now offering a reward for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of any person smuggling precious 
stones for business purposes. The reward 
will be 10 per cent. of the foreign market 
value of the smuggled goods, if the amount 
is large and at least $2,500 in any event. 
The announcement of this reward will 
be published broadcast this week and reads 
as follows: 
REWARD FOR CONVICTION OF SMUGGLING PRECIOUS 
STONES. 

The Precious Stone Importers’ Protective As- 
sociation hereby offers a reward for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of any person 
smuggling precious stones for business purposes. 

The reward will be 10 per cent. of the foreign 
market value of the smuggled goods, but in no 
event less than the sum of $2,500. : 

The reward will be paid upon the conviction of 
the offender, provided that the commission of the 
offence shall have taken place before May 1, 1911, 
and prosecution proceedings are coxmenced within 
six months after the commission of the offense and 
reward is claimed within six months after con- 
viction, ‘

The Precious Stone Importers’ Protec- 
tive Association has been working quietly 
for some time in an effort to devise 
methods which would check in a degree at 
least the wholesale smuggling of diamonds 
into this country by unscrupulous persons. 
It was decided to get special legislation 
opening the books of gem dealers to in- 
spection of Government officers. 

Ludwig Nissen, of Ludwig Nissen & Co., 
who is president of the organization, went 
to Washington, D. C., to represent the im- 
porters when the bill was put into the hands 
of Congressman Vreeland to introduce. 
The bill provides that all persons who im- 
port or sell diamonds shall maintain a rec- 
ord of their transactions, which will be 
open to the inspection of the Government. 
In this record must be kept the description 
of all gems imported, the date of importa- 
tion and the names of the persons to whom 
sold, together with the date of sale. These 
records shall, it is provided, be open 
to inspection on the order of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The bill is so drawn 
as to place reasonable limitation upon in- 
spection of the records of the importers. 
Only where there is reason to suspect fraud 
will an examination be made. The full text

of the bill, which was drawn up by W. 

Wickham Smith, as introduced by Con- 

gressman Vreeland last week, is as fol- 

lows: 

A Britt to REGULATE THE IMPORTATION OF PRE- 
cious STONES, AND FOR OTHER PwuRPOSES. 


Be it the Senate and House of 


enacted by 





Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, that from and after the 
passage of this act every person engaged in the 
business of importing or dealing at wholesale or 
retail in diamonds or precious stones snall, imme- 
diately upon receiving such goods, either im- 
ported, purchased in this country, or consigned, 
enter in a book for that purpose a record of all 
diamonds or precious stones so imported or pur- 
chased by him or consigned to him. If such dia- 
monds or precious stones are imported by him, 
he shall state in such book the name of the 
shipper, the date of purchase, the price paid there- 
for, the name of the vessel by which imported, 
and the date of entry at the custom house. If 
said goods have been purchased from or consigned 
by importers or dealers in this country, he shall 
enter in said book the name of tne person or firm 
from whom the goods were purchased or by whom 
they were consigned, the date of the purchase, 
and the price paid. He shall also enter in said 
book the names of the persons to whom he has 
sold any of said goods and the date of sale. He 
shall also state in every case, whether of sale or 
purchase, the quantity bought or sold, and such 
description of the goods as will identify them by 
commercial names and by weight in carats. The 
term “precious stones” as used in this act shall 
include diamonds, rubies, sapphires, emeralds and 
pearls. The provisions of this section shall apply 
to all stock on hand at the time of the passage of 
this act, which must be inventoried in the book 
herein provided for in like manner as if subse- 
quently imported, purchased or consigned. 

Sec. 2. That the book directed to be kept by 
Sec. 1 shall be written in the English language, 
and shall be kept at the office where said im- 
porter or dealer transacts business, and shall be 
at all times open to the inspection of officers 
of the revenue; and such importer or dealer shall 
at any time, upon the written order of the col- 
lector of the port or collection district in which 
such business is carried on (which order must 
recite that it is made by special authorization and 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury), 
furnish to the revenue officer who presents such 
order a written copy or transcript of all or any 
portion of said book, which transcript shall be 
verified by the oath of said importer or dealer 
that the transcript so furnished is in all respects 
correct and true, and said importer or dealer shall 
at the same time exhibit to such officer, and to 
any expert accompanying such officer, any diaxrond 
or precious stone shown by said statement to be 
in his possession. 

Sec. 3. That the terms “firm” and “person” 
used in Sec, 1 and 2 of this act shall include all 
copartnerships, associations and corporations. 

Sec. 4. That every person who makes a false 
entry in the books provided for in Secs. 1 and 2 
hereof, or omits any entry hereinbefore required 
to be made, or who causes or procures the same 
to be done, or who fraudulently cancels, obliter- 
ates, or destroys any part of said books, or re- 
fuses to provide and keep said books, or refuses 
to produce the same when required by any officer 
of the revenue, or to furnish the copy or trans- 
cript hereinbefore provided for, or to show an 
officer of the revenue or expert accompanying said 
officer the precious stones described in said state- 
ment on demand, shall be fined not less than 
$500, nor more than $5,000, or imprisoned not less 
than six months nor more than two years. 


Mr. Nissen while in Washington recently 
submitted a statement to Congressman 
Vreeland in regard to the smuggling of 
diamonds, in which he said: 

“A, few years ago I made it my business 
to ascertain from the various big jewelry 
concerns in Paris what percentage of their 
business was with Americans. In every 
instance they claimed considerably more 
than half of their business to be done with 
Americans, and having ascertained from 
statistics as to how much business they 
were doing, it was pretty easy to arrive 
at the minimum amount of goods bought 
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by Americans in Paris alone. Adding to 
this the purchases made in London, Berlin, 
Vienna and all the rest of Europe, it 
seemed to figure to such an enormous 
amount that I hesitate to state it because 
it would be incapable of positive proof. 
The collection of duty upon these goods, 
up to within a year ago, was practically 
none, which the records of the Treasury 
Department, of course, will show. 

“As to the amount of smuggling by mem- 
bers of the trade it is very hard to make 
an estimate. We only know that some 
people sell a great many more goods than 
they are on record as having imported. 
It is this traffic, of course, more than any- 
thing else that we wish to have circum- 
vented, by compelling all importers to keep 
a record, and be prepared to give an ac- 
count at any time of any precious stones 
which they have bought and have sold or 
have in stock.” 

Mr. Nissen also explained that the pres- 
ent system of the collection of duties on 
precious stones fails to protect honest im- 
porters for the reason that the wealthy 
classes to whom their wares are to be sold 
can and do resort to the practice of smug- 
gling, and it is also easy for dishonest im- 
porters to ether buy their goods abroad 
and have them smuggled over for them or 
buy them here from an unscrupulous class 
of people engaged in dealing in precious. 
stones, who make trips from this country 
to London, Amsterdam, Antwerp and Paris 
and smuggle in the diamonds. 

He also explained that at the present time 
the Government has no adequate system for 
maintaining a watch abroad as to the 
diamonds and precious stones intended for 
sale in the United States. 

In an interview given out to a representa- 
tive of the JEWELERS’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
just before he sailed for Europe, Saturday, 
Mr. Nissen said: “While abroad, as the 
representative of the Precious Stone Im- 
porters’ Association, I will make plans and 
institute proceedings to detect those who 
prepare to smuggle diamonds and other 
prec‘ous stones from abroad. Arrange- 
ments will also be made to insert adver- 
tisements in the leading papers of London, 
Paris, Amsterdam, Antwerp and _ other 
cities offering rewards fdr information 
which will lead to the arrest and conviction 
of unscrupulous dealers who operate in the 
foreign markets. We are work:ng in con- 
junction with the Government and it is 
hoped that a large part of the smuggling 
now being carried on will be broken up.” 

Inspector O’Conner, of the Customs De- 
partment, in speaking about this smuggling 
of diamonds into this country said that he 
believed that the best way to stop the illegi- 
timate importations is to take up the matter 
in the foreign markets and determine to 
whom the diamonds are be'ng sold, which 
do not show on the lists of gems entered 
at the Customs Houses in this country. 

George R. Whitehead, Secretary of the 
Precious Stone Importers’ Association, said 
that advertisements, offering the reward, 
will be inserted in the papers in this city 
within a short time.

The gold medal was 
awarded to Sylvester Frances Byrne, the 
silver medal was won by Frances Cullen, 
and the bronze medal by Gertrude May. 
The gold and silver medals were awarded 
in previous years, but the bronze medal was 
offered for the first time this year. 

Mr. Byrne, the winner of the gold medal, 
has been a student at Pratt Institute for 
one and one-half years, and among the 
pieces of work which he exhibited were a 
silver pendant in green enamel set with 
pearls, which was artistically designed and 
skillfully wrought. He also exhibited a 
silver ring set with three amethysts and a 
silver ring in old English style set with 
an amethyst, and also a silver cross with 
mcenstones and a garnet which has not as 
vet been finished. 
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Frances Cullen, the winner of the silver 
medal, had one of the largest exhibits. 
Among the examples of her handicraft 
were a number of teaspoons, an anniversary 
spoon, a rectangular napkin ring, a silver 
scarf pin set with a moss agate and a 
silver brooch finished with corals. 

The winner of the bronze medal had 
a display includ:ng a silver belt buckle in 
clouded and light effect set with a green 
jade, a silver bracelet in filigree work set 
with black opal matrix, together with a 
pair of silver cuff links with malachite and 
a gold ring with peridots and an opal. 

The course in jewelry and metal chas- 
ing is in charge of Carl F. Hamann, who 
directs the work of the day and evening 
class. He is an expert jeweler by profes- 
sion, having formerly been connected with 
Durand & Co, Newark, N. J., and later 
with Tiffany & Co., New York. In speak- 
ing about the work of the classes during 
the nast year Mr. Hamann said: 

“The day classes, which work from six 
to seven hours for five days a week, was 
attended by 22 members, and the mem- 
hersh'p of the evening classes, which meet 
three times a week, on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, from 7.30 to 9.30 Pp. M., 
varied during the year. 

He explained that the students in the 
day course are instructed in drawing, de- 
signing historic, ornamental and applied 
work in chasing and repousse, jewelry 
enameling and metal work, and said that 
in hammered metal work the students made 
their own tools and produced objects in 
copper and silver including trays, bowls, 
spoons and the like. He added that all 
the work was designed and modeled in 
wax, cast and then wrought in copper, 
silver and gold and that each step of the 
work must be approved by the instructor 
before the student is allowed to progress 
farther with his work. 

The evening class takes up the work of 
leaf ornament, and castings in a thoroughly 
professional manner. 

The course is under the provision of 
Walter Scott Perry, director of the De- 
partment of Fine and Applied Arts. Five 
of the students during the past year have 
become employes of Tiffany & Co, and 
one student, Fred. Bauer, is with Theo. 
A. Kohn & Son. Mr, Bauer, who won 
the JEWELERS’ CiRCULAR-WEEKLY prize at 
Cooper Union last year, had an exhibit of 
ivory carving. 

A gold bracelet by Marjorie Brooke in 
open work effect set with pearls and dia- 
monds and a Greek Athenian buckle of 
silver set with an amethyst by Mrs. Rose 
S. Kerr and bracelets by Katharine Hitch- 
cock were among the other examples of 
excellent workmanship.

King Edward's Death a Bad Blow to Jewelry Business—Trade Statistics Generally Encourag- 
ing and Give Hope for the Future—London Jewelers Hardest Hit by Court Mourning — 
Birmingham Feels No Demand for Mourning Jewelry - Japan-British F xhibition 
Opened Quietly—Death of Phin. Levi. 

















inDON, May 2&—The death of King 
ward has had and will have a serious 
ct upon the British jewelry trade. It 
meant a cessation in the purchasing of 
welry for at least six months. It is one 
those matters which we must face and 

k to the future to remedy. One of the 

ost pleasing features of his grand funeral 
procession was the presence of the ex- 
President of the Ameri.:an republic. No 

re happy choice could have been made 
than that of Theodore Roosevelt, for he is 

} the British public an ideal of all that is 
homely, strenuous and good in American 
ife. The funeral added another day to the 
Whitsun holidays, and coming on the Fri- 
day dislocated what trade was_ possible. 
Nothing can be done to keep up the jewelry 
trade, The mourning souvenirs count for 
little in the slump which has been thus sud- 
denly occasioned, Pearl and amethyst 
goods only are allowable during the whole 
year of mourning, and those who move in 
court circles or have any connection there- 
with must conform to the etiquette and 
follow carefully the orders as set forth in 
the Gazette. Of course, little effect will be 
felt in the cutlery and in the fancy trades, 
but as there will be fewer functions the 
silver trade will suffer to some extent and 
will, like the goldsmiths and engravers, have 
to wait until next year for a season in 
which they may endeavor to make up for 
lost trade. 

x * * 

But for this unfortunate event the com- 
mercial atmosphere appeared to be clearing 
and an improvement was to be seen in 
almost every direction. The Board of 
Trade returns show that our colonial trade 
has been increasing, and we have even 
found in the United States of America an 
outlet for our cutlery. The last available 
Board of Trade statistics show that there 
was an increase on the April imports of 
over £10,381,000, while, the exports had 
risen to nearly £6,334,000, the major portion 
of which was accounted for in manufac- 
tured goods. Looking back at the first four 
months of the year, we find that the exports 
have risen just over £18,488,000, while the 
imports have increased more than £19,602,- 
00, and we have to look upon April, 1910, 
as a record month for shipping so far as 
the jewelry, silver and allied trades are 
concerned, ‘There is less unemployment 
and everything seems to be moving in the 
right direction. The hope is that with the 
end of the public mourning in July trade 
will make something of a bound forward. 

* * * 

London, of course, will be the great loser 
by the King’s death, but it is believed that 
so far as the average trader is concerned 
he will not lose very much, It is the more 
exclusive jeweler who depends upon the 
court and high society for his customers, 
and maybe his loss will be, for instance, 
Scottish jewelers’ gain, for it would be 
more than human nature could stand to 





remain in London with all court and so 
ciety functions canceled, so most of the 
well-to-do will get away to their country 
seats and shooting grounds. 

x * * 

Trade in Birmingham has been very 
slow, and even the fillip which was expected 
after the King’s death in the way of mourn- 
ing jewelry has not occurred. As a matter 
of fact people no longer wish ‘to go about 
carrying every possible outward sign of 
mourning—real or affected, but on the con- 
trary, pay their respects in a much more 
definite and better manner. In Sheffield 
there has been a decided improvement dur- 
ing the month, and despite the Whitsun 
holidays everything has been going well. 

*K * * 

The opening of the Japan-British Exhi- 
bition on May 12, which was to have been 
a brilliant affair, was postponed until May 
14th, and then opened quietly, but it says 
much for the magnificence of the exhibition 
that considerably over a quarter of a mil- 
lion people visited the buildings and grounds 
on the first Monday it was open, The Japan- 
British Exhibition is in every way a re- 
markable organization, and it is pretty clear 
that providing there is good weather an im- 
mense number of people will visit this ex- 
ceedingly attractive place. Later I hope to 
deal with this fine exhibition, which will 
help to bring a certain modicum of trade to 
the metropolis, 

x * x 

There has passed away in Birmingham 
an extremely interesting man in the person 
of Phin, Levi, the head of the houses of 
Levi & Salaman and the Potosi Silver Co. 
He was one of those kindly hearted 
brothers who, with a thoroughly benevolent 
heart, do good by stealth to members of all 
creeds, while he took the keenest possible 
interest in matters relating to the general 
welfare of the people. He had been one of 
the guardians of Assay, of Birmingham, 
and had been a prominently working mem- 
ber of the Birmingham Wholesale Jewelers’ 
and Silversmiths’ Association, having had 
the honor of acting as chairman thereof. A 
shrewd business man, his counsels wil! be 
very much missed.

A matter of supreme importance to those 
interested in old silver, china, etc, has been 
before the courts here in connection with 
the prosecution of a dealer whose convic- 
tion, by the way, has been quashed by the 
judge. [I refer now particularly to the fact 
that Christie, Manson & Woods, the famous 
auctioneers, were sued for damages by the 
executors of a certain gentleman who 
thought he was an expert, the claim for 
damages being on the ground that the 
Christie house ought to have taken more 
care in the description and scheduling of 
certain china. Messrs. Christie, Manson and 
Woods argued that their office was that of 
sellers, viz.: auctioneers, and not that of ex- 
perts, and consequently, the case could not 
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stand, and rightly, | think, the verdict has 
been given in favor of the auctioneers. The 
expert who goes to an auction room and pur- 
chases does so on his own responsibility, 
and if he happens to make a find he never 
complains, but if his judgment (sic) is at 
fault, someone has to be blamed and, of 
course, it is not his own ineptitude.

Factory and Real Estate of the Lanca- 
shire Watch Co., Prescot, England, 
to be Sold at Auction, June 21. 
Lonpon, May 28—The factory and real 
estate of the Lancashire Watch Co., at 

Prescot, will be sold at auction, June 21. 

In the hope of keeping alive the horo- 
logical art which had for practically 300 
years existed in Prescot, an effort was 
made in 1888 by the establishment of the 
Lancashire Watch Co. to reinstate the in- 
dustry by placing it upon an up-to-date and 
progressive basis. A large number of local 
firms had been producing the various parts 
which go to make up a watch, and these, 
believing that concentrated effort would be 
to the benefit of Prescot generally and 
themselves in particular, sold their busi- 
nesses to the newly established company for 
nearly £21,000. When in 1889, with a capi- 
tal of £50,000, the Lancashire Watch Co. 
was inaugurated, it was believed that an 
era of prosperity would be insured for 
the old Lancashire town; 11% acres of land 
were purchased, and in this same year the 
foundation stone was laid. In January of 
the following year Earl Derby, who had 
taken a great interest in the industry and 
in the company, opened a section of the 
works and ultimately arose an enormous 
building 440 feet long and four stories high, 
with accommodation for 1,500 work people, 
ready to turn out watches by the thousands 
per week. 

Now, alas, having passed through many 
vicissitudes and finding it necessary to con 
tinually call for more money and yet keen- 
ly feel the lack of it, the land and the 
buildings are offered for sale at a reserved 
price which only represents the original 
capital for the company. What has been 
lost in the attempt to insure success it 
would be difficult to compute, but the fact 
remains that on June 21 the whole of the 
buildings and lands are to be offered for 
sale by public auction, and the Lancashire 
Watch Co., which was established less than 
a quarter ofa century ago, with every hope 
of producing machine made watches which 
would) compete not only at home, but 
abroad, will possibly pass into the hands of 
new proprietors. 

It has been suggested that it is quite pos- 
sible a go-ahead American watch manufac- 
turing firm may see the advisability of get 
ting hold of this great British watch fac- 
tory, though it is not definitely known as 
yet whether any of these will be repre- 
sented at the auction.

States District Court, yesterday. He 
pleaded non vult to a criminal information 
filed by United States District Attorney 
Vreeland, charging him with attempting to 
smuggle two pearl necklaces’ into this 
country. 

Mr, Lyon, when detained by the plain 
clothes customs sleuth, was asked in regard 

a package which he had in his pocket. 
[he banker admitted that he had two pearl 
necklaces which he said he had bought in 
Europe for $3,800 as a gift for his wife, 
and that he was willing to pay the duty. 
[he customs inspector took possession of 
the jewelry. 

Mr. Lyon, according to the inspector, 
said that his wife had a brooch valued at 
$500 and a diamond and emerald clasp 
worth about $500. These articles were sur- 
rendered and a search of his wife by a 
woman inspector failed to discover other 
dutiable goods. The seven trunks belonging 
o the tourists were seized and sent to the 
public stores, 

When arraigned before Surveyor George 
Smyth in New York, Mr. Lyon said that 
he had no desire to smuggle and was will- 
ing to pay whatever was necessary. The 
customs men contended that they had given 
Mr. Lyon opportunity to declare everything 
that he had that was dutiable and that he 
had placed the value of his dutiable goods 
at $504, adding later, at the request of the 
customs men, $45 for two suit cases bought 
abroad. 

\nother search of the trunks followed the 
discovery by the inspector, and a gold watch 
valued at about $100 was found. Acting 
Surveyor Smyth, considering the case one 
to submit to United States Commissioner 
Ross, in Hoboken, ordered the inspector to 
take the banker there. No charge was 
made against Mrs. Lyon. The commis- 
sioner held Mr. Lyon in $2,500 bail, which 
was furnished, for further examination. 

When the case came up before the court 
here, Mr. Rogers, counsel for Mr. Lyon, 
said that if the court would permit the filing 
f a criminal information in lieu of an 
ndictment Mr, Lyon would enter a plea of 
ion vult and accept whatever sentence the 
ourt might impose. 

Counsel for Mr. Lyon also wished the 
proceedings to be conducted im camera, and 
when this information was conveyed to 
the court Judge Re'lstab replied that he 
would give them all the publicity within 
iis power. He expressed the view that pub- 
icity would go a long way toward stopping 
the attempts at smuggling which have be- 
ome a common practice on the part of 
vealthy persons. 

The District-Attorney told the court that 
the Government would be satisfied with the 
imposition of a fine without a prison sen- 
tence, but added that he thought the fine 
should be a substantial one, and carrying 
with it the full punishment prescribed by 








law. . Judge Rellstab shared this view and 
imposed the maximum fine prescribed by 
the Federal statute under which the charge 
was made. Considering the value of the 
goods the sentence is the heaviest which 
has been imposed in this district for a 
similar offense.

W. H. Mathewson, Goldfield, l2., Makes 
General Assignment. 

GoLpFIELD, Ia., June 1.—The liabilities of 
W. H. Mathewson, a local jeweler who 
made a general assignment under the laws 
of the State for the benefit of his creditors, 
recently, are said to be about $1,600. Ac- 
cording to an estimate recently made the 
value of his assets is about $1,275, and this 
includes his jewelry stock, fixtures and 
about $100 in outstanding accounts. 

Mr, Mathewson had been hard pressed 
financially for some time. He is a practical 
watchmaker and carried a small stock, 
which has been subject to a chattel moft- 
gage. He succeeded C. E. Miller, of this 
town, in 1907. 





Al. Stapels, Maynard, Ia., has gone to 
Palouse, Wash: 
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Men Accused of Violating Gold Stamp- 
ing Law of New York, to be Tried 
in Court of Special Sessions. 

Simon Terrace, who runs the manu- 
facturing jewelry concern of C. Terrace, 
281 Grand St., New York, and his brother- 
in-law, M. Cohen, were formally held for 
trial at Special Sessions by Magistrate Har- 
ris in the Essex Market Police Court, Wed- 
nesday, on the charge of violating the gold 
stamping law of New York. Bail was fixed 
at $300, which was furnished. 

As noted in the last issue of the Jew- 
ELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, these two de- 
fendants had been brought to the Essex 
Market Court on proceedings begun by 
T. Edgar Willson, editor of the JEWELERS’ 
CrRCULAR-WEEKLy, and secretary of the 
National Stamping Law Committee, who 
charged them with having violated Section 
431 of the Penal Law, in having made and 
sold bracelets marked 14 karat, which as- 
sayed between 5 and 10 karats fine, 

In an investigation of the character of 
the goods sold on the east side, New York, 
which was recently conducted by the com- 
plainant, it was discovered that with few 
exceptions the gold marking law of New 
York was practically disregarded. Chains, 
rings, and bracelets and other articles 
marked 14 karat, purchased from various 
manufacturers and jobbers, ran all the 
way from 12% karat down'to 4 karat 
fine, but few assaying 13 karat or over, 
as the law provides. 

On nine bracelets purchased from the 
house of C. Terrace, by Charles Wichman, 
the complaint was made, after the assay 
office showed that all had fallen consider- 
ably below the standard required. Sum- 
mons were issued some time ago for Ter- 
race, Cohen, and the wife of the former, 
and, as noted in the previous issue, Magis- 
trate Harris, after hearing the testimony 
of the complainant, the purchaser and the 
United States assayer, decided to hold the 
case for Special Sessions, but postponed 
it to determine whether one, two or three 
of the defendants should be held. 

When the case came up before him last 
Wednesday there was no attempt made to 
involve Mrs. Terrace in the proceedings, 
as she was named simply because the busi- 
ness was conducted under her name. The 
magistrate decided to hold Terrace and 
Cohen on the charge. 





At a meeting of the Good and Welfare 
Committee of the Jewelers Board of Trade, 
held in the rooms of the board, at 15 
Maiden Lane, Thursday, the question of 
enforcing the State Stamping Law was 
discussed. Chairman Louis Cohen of the 
committee appointed a sub-committee, con- 
sisting of Robert W. Adams, chairman, 
Mr. Blank, Frank T. Sloan and Matthias 
Stratton to take up this subject and report 
on a plan. It was stated that an effort 
will be made to get the Good and Welfare 
Committee of the Manufacturing Jewelers 
Association of Newark to co-operate with 
the Good and Welfare Committee of the 
Board of Trade in an effort to enforce the 
stamping law if it is finally decided to do so.

Providence Officials and Jewelers Resent 
Statement That President Taft Was 
Not Properly Protected Dur- 
ing Recent Banquet. 

PROVIDENCE, R.I., June 1—Senator William 
M. P. Bowen, of this city, created a decided 
sensation at the meeting of the committee on 
the coming convention of the Atlantic Deeper 
Waterways Association, last evening, when 
he declared that when President Taft was 
in Providence in March in attendance at 
the mid-winter banquet of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Silver- 
smiths’ Association the protection given 
him was decidedly poor and that it would 
have been an easy matter for anyone so 
inclined to have got near enough to have 
assassinated him, and he hoped that the 
President wil! have better protection when 
he comes here in the Fail. 

Mayor Henry Fletcher, who is a member 
of the manufacturing jewelry concern of 
the Fletcher, Burrows Co., asserted that the 
entire police force of the city had been 
placed by Police Commissioner William H. 
Luther, who is also a manufacturing jew- 
eler, at the disposal of the Federal officers 
who had charge of the police arrangements 
on the occasion of the President’s visit as 
the guest of the jewelers’ association, and 
that the 200 men who were assigned by the 
city for the work of guarding President 
Taft’s path were amply sufficient for the 
work. 

Harry Cutler, of the Cutler Jewelry Co., 
who was toastmaster of the Taft banquet, 
said that the statements of Senator Bowen 
were absolutely incorrect. He said that 
every inch traversed by the President while 
he was in this city was previously gone 
over by the United States Secret Service 
men and that every window and doorway 
along the line the procession took was care- 
fully viewed with the purpose of finding 
any possible places which might serve as 
points of attack upon the head of the nation. 

George H. Holmes, president of the jew- 
elers’ association, substantiated what has 
been said by Messrs. Fletcher and Cutler, 
and called attention to the commendatory 
letter sent by President Taft to the super- 
intendent of police as to the excellence of 
the police arrangements. 








Leon T. French, Framingham, Mass., 
Makes an Assignment. 

FRAMINGHAM, Mass., June 3.—Leon T. 
French, retail jeweler at South Framing- 
ham, has made an assignment for the bene- 
fit of his creditors to Maxham FE. Nash, a 
local attorney. 

Mr. French has been in business here a 
little over a year. He had very limited 
capital and his liabilities and assets are be- 
lieved to be small. 





Hass & Parker, Wagoner, Okla. have 
dissolved, M. G. Parker continuing alone. 
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Chas. W. Morgan, Missing Pittsburg 
Jeweler, Believed to be Alive and 
Well. 

PitrspurG, Pa., June 2—Charles Wesley 
Morgan, the Butler St. jeweler who mys- 
teriously disappeared from his home last 
January, is believed to be alive and well by 
Chief of County Detectives Henry Muth, 
who says that Mrs. Morgan has heard 
from her husband regularly recently, the 
last letter being received from Hagerstown, 
Md. It is asserted by the county de- 
tectives that Morgan would return to Pitts- 
burg but for the information against him, 
lodged by Simon Davis, of the firm of S. 
Davis & Co., who charged him with false 

pretense. 

For many months County Detective 
George Murren has been working on Mor- 
gan’s disappearance. The day he went 
away Morgan’s torn coat, a hat and other 
articles were found on the river bank at 
Verona. The Allegheny River was cov- 
ered with ice, one foot thick and at first it 
was thought that possibly the man had been 
murdered, as several rings were picked 
up. The story was given out that Morgan 
carried $900 on his person, besides a large 
amount of jewelry. He also had a dia- 
mond in his shirt front valued at $500, 
but the diamond had been clipped off, only 
the remnant of the stud being recovered. 
As a result of the. finding of the articles 
the police and county detectives made sev- 
eral arrests, but the men held under sus- 
picion were allowed to go. 

Investigation revealed the fact that Mor- 
gan was unquestionably alive. In the mean- 
time the men arrested had proven an alibi 
and were released after they were brought 
to Pittsburg. 

Detectives worked right along on the 
theory that Morgan was not dead. They 
watched the mails, and recently discovered 
that Morgan had been in communication 
with his wife. In this way, it is said that 
he was located, Morgan having been in a 
dozen places since he left Pittsburg. 

The county authorities will make no ef 
fort to bring Morgan back, since the of- 
fense with which he is charged is not one 
sufficiently serious to warrant the issuing 
of papers of extradition. As Morgan’s 
store was taken charge of by his wife, 
who asked for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, and later closed by involuntary 
bankruptcy proceedings, his property has 
been disposed of and creditors are to re- 
ceive something of the proceeds. Mor- 
gan’s liabilities were about $7,000, but con- 
siderable was realized from the sale of 
his stock and fixtures. 





Death of Christopher Loeffler. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 1—Christopher 
Loeffler, a well-known jeweler of this city, 
and recently retired, died, Sunday, May 29, 
at his home. Mr. Loeffler had been estab- 
lished in the jewelry business for the past 
25 years at 1004 Girard Ave. and had many 
friends. 

Deceased suffered a stroke two years ago 
which greatly impaired his health and 
finally: resulted in death. 

The business has been conducted by 
Charles M. Loeffler, a son, who succeeded 
his father a few years ago.

Arrested in Detroit, Mich. 

roit, Mich.,. June 1.—Roy Crowsind 
irrested while trying to dispose of 
ewelry in a Detroit pawnshop, Saturday. 
\Vhen searched at headquarters he gave up 
elry valued at $1,000, all new and much 
carrying the price tags. The man 
made a desperate attempt to escape when 
ie officers nabbed him, wrenching away 
rom Detective Wilson and striking him 
the face. Detective Clare pounced upon 
him and pinioned his arms to his side, and 
was then handcuffed. 


The prisoner gave the name of Harry 
Wilson to the police, but later admitted 
his name was Crowsind. On Monday the 
police learned definitely that he is Jesse 
Edmondson, a deserter from the United 
States army. They also learned that the 
jewelry in his possess:on was stolen from 
the store of H. E. Wethey, 18 E. Main 
St., Chillicothe, O. It was taken on May 
24. There was a street parade in progress 
at the time and Wethey had the jewelry 
m display. While the proprietor was 
watching the parade a hole was made in 
the window and 25 articles of jewelry 
were taken. 

On Monday, Edmondson made a most 
daring attempt to escape from his cell, and 
for more than an hour had the police 
force searching for him. He squeezed him- 
self through a narrow opening into an air- 
shaft that leads from the basement to the 
ower of the central station. Then he 
‘limbed, hand over hand, to the tower, and 
attempted to conceal himself there for the 
day, with the intention of climbing down 
the outside under cover of darkness. For 
more than an hour the police were mysti- 
fied. They knew Edmondson had not gone 
out through the door, or windows, and 
were at a loss to account for his absence. 
Someone thought of the air-shaft and the 
tower was searched. Edmondson was 
finally landed in the cell and was covered 
with blood from the beating he reéeived. 
He is a boyish-looking fellow and says 
he is 19 years old. He has been taken 
back to Ohio. 

Cotumsus, O., June 6.—Jesse Edmond- 
son, wanted at Chillicothe on a charge of 
stealing about $600 worth of jewelry when 
e burgled the store of H. E. Wethey,

Interesting Statistics as to Employes in 
the Jewelry Factories of 
Rhode Island. 

Provipence, R. I., June 4—In the 16th 
annual report of the inspections of fac- 
tories, mercantile establishments and work- 
shops of Rhode Island which was published 
last week, the chief factory inspector says 
that the number of employes in the jewelry 
and silverware manufactories was divided 
as follows: Number of factories, 213; 
males of 16 years and dver, 9,391; females 
of 16 years and over, 3,947; total adults, 
15,338; males under 16 years, 193; females 
under 16 years, 142; total number of chil- 
dren employed, 335, making a total number 
oi employes of 15,673. 

According to the report the following 32 
concerns employed an aggregate of 8,025 
when the statistics were collected, each hav- 
ing 100 or more employes when the inspec- 
tion was made: Gorham Mfg. Co., 1,899; 
Nicholson File Co., 904; Ostby & Barton 
Co., 643; American Enamel Co., 410; Theo- 
dore Foster & Bro. Co., 306; B. A. Ballou 
& Co., Inc., 265; Metal Products Corpora- 
tion, 217; Stevens & Co., 186; Waite, 
Thresher Co., 183; Martin, Copeland Co., 
182; W. J. Feeley Co., 180; Wightman & 
Hough Co., 179; S. & B. Lederer Co., 166; 
Irons & Russell Co., 162; Lyons Mfg. Co., 
160; Young Bros. Box Co., 151; Chapin & 
Hollister Co., 138; L. Davidsburg & Co., 
135; Jencks Paper Box Co., 126; George H. 
Fuller & Son Co., of Pawtucket, 124; Ham- 
ilton & Hamilton, Jr., 123; Parks Bros, & 
Rogers, 121; G. W. Parks Co., 115; Clark 
& Coombs, 115; A. C. Messler Co., 111; 
Roger Williams Silver Co., 110; Louis 
Stern & Co., 107; John C. L. Shabeck, 105; 
Tilden-Thurber Co., 103; A. A. Greene & 
Co., 100; H. A. Kirby, 100, and Williams & 
Anderson, 100, 

Of the 215 manufacturers visited there 
were 49 who employed less than 10 people, 
78 that employed between. 10 and 20, 37 
between 20 and 30, 34 between 30 and 40, 
19 between 40 and 50, 20 between 50 and 
60, 12 between 60 and 70, 11 between 70 
and 80, seven between 80 and 90, and nine 
between 90 and 100. 

In reporting upon the sanitary conditions 
of the various jewelry establishments the 
report gives 74 as being rated as excellent, 
33 as very good, 99 as good, two as fair 
and two as poor. 


Death of Isidor Wiggenhorn. 

Watertown, Wis., June 1.—Isidor Wig- 
genhorn, for the past 15 years a traveling 
salesman for Chicago and eastern jewelry 
concerns, recently passed away at his home 
in this city, aged 43 years. Death was 
caused by appendicitis. 

Mr. Wiggenhorn was the youngest son 
of August Wiggenhorn and was born in 
Watertown, Sept, 21, 1867. He attend- 
ed the public schools and Sacred Heart 
College, and after leaving the latter ‘nsti- 
tution learned the jeweler’s trade with his 
father, a well-known jeweler of Watertown. 
He was a man of fine character and those 
who knew him have only words of re- 
spect and esteem for him. 

The deceased is survived by his father, 
August Wiggenhorn, one sister, Mrs. 
Edward J. Brandt, and one brother, Eugene 
Wiggenhorn. 
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Death of Willard B. Scott. 

PRovipENCE, R. I., June 1.—Willard B. 
Scott, whose funeral was held, yesterday, 
from the home of his daughter, Mrs, Will- 
iam A, Gamwell, 73 Taber Ave., this city, 
was one of the oldest of the old-time manu- 
facturing jewelers, and one who for many 
years was among the best-known producers 
of solid gold and rolled plate lines, rings 
being a specialty. 

Mr. Scott was born in Petersham, Mass., 
June 24, 1828, and received a rudimentary 
education in the district school of his native 
place. When about 15 years of age he re- 
moved to this city to take a clerkship with 
his brother-in-law, who was in the retail 
shoe business. About 1845 he decided to 
learn the jewelry business, and he appren- 
ticed himself to George Mason, who con- 
ducted a manufacturing jewelry establish- 
ment at the corner of Benefit and Meeting 
Sts. He later entered the employ of the 
old-time firm of Hunt & Owen, whose shop 
was then located on Waterman St., where 
the present building of the Rhode Island 
School of Design stands. 

In 1853 Mr. Scott started in the manu- 
facturing business for himself in a small 
building on Meeting St., and after moving 
from shop to shop for a few years the firm 
became Willard B. Scott & Co., Willard 
Haskell and Charles H. Thurber becoming 
partners. This was in 1860, but the out- 
break of the Civil’ War the following year 
caused the concern to close out its business, 
and it was not until 1867 that Mr. Scott 
again entered the manufacturing arena. 
With Henry P. Richmond as a partner, 
under the name of Richmond & Scott, they 
began at 54 Friendship St. and later 
Thomas E, Carpenter was admitted. The 
firm dissolved in 1870, and Reuben A. 
Coombs became interested, the firm name 
being changed to Scott, Coombs, & Go., 
with a factory at 96 Pine St. Two years 
later Byron E.; Daggett was admitted to 
the firm and in 1876 the firm went out of 
existence, ve

ried daughter, Mrs. William A. Gamwell,

Lincoln Watch & Jewelry Co. Answers 
Suit Brought by Rockford 
Watch Co. 

Cuicaco, Ill, June 4.—The answer of 
the Lincoln Watch & Jewelry Co., defend- 
ant in the suit brought by the Rockford 
Watch Co., to restrain it from selling 
Rockford watches, has been filed. It says 
that the defendant neither admits nor 
denies the allegations of the plaintiff, but 
requires strict proof of each allegation. 
The defendant has no knowledge of the 
policy pursued by the plaintiff in carrying 
on its business and denies that since Janu- 
ary 1, 1909, the complainant has sold none 
of its product to wholesale dealers, cata- 

iogue and mail order houses. 

The answer among other things denies 
that the complainant has fully advertised 
its policy to sell only to the retail jeweiry 
trade; that the compla:nant has built up 
a large and lucrative trade and has on 
hand many hundreds of contracts with re- 
tail jewelers; that the retail jeweler will 
only buy the products of the complainant 
on condition that he sell the retail jeweler 
only; that it had only a small quantity of 
the defendant's product, but asserts it had 
a large quantity on hand; that the Lin- 
coln Watch & Jewelry Co, has not will- 
fully or maliciously advertised the com- 
plainants’ products to injure business, or 
that it had made fraudulent representation 
in its catalogue regarding the product of 
the complainant; the defendant also de- 
uies that it has ever conferred with any- 
one to injure the complainants’. business. 
The answer is a general denial all the way 
through.

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Full Abstract of Cincinnati Court’s De- 
cision That Keck and Duhme Com- 
panies Were One Concern. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 2.—As noted in the 
last issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, Judge Slater in the U. S. District 
Court has held that as far as the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against the two com- 
panies are concerned, the assets of the 
Duhme Jewelry Co. may be used and sold 
to pay the creditors of the Herman Keck 
Mfg. Co., as these two concerns were to all 
intents and purposes the same corporation. 
The full extent of the victory of the cred- 
itors of the concern was manifest on a care- 
ful examination of Judge Sater’s decision. 

The bankruptcy proceedings against the 
two concerns were started over a year ago 
and the Keck company was adjudged a 
bankrupt and receivers were appointed for 
both the Keck and Duhme concerns. It 
was discovered that the Keck company was 
badly involved, but that the assets of the 
Duhme company were very large propor- 
tionately. The widow of Herman Keck, 
Miss Amanda Keck and Miss Emma Keck 
interposed objections to the application of 
the receiver to use the property of the 
Duhme company, and have fought all along 
to prevent this company’s assets from being 
turned over to pay the creditors of the Keck 
concern. 

The case has been fought strenuously on 
both sides and Judge Sater’s decision was 
heartily welcomed by the creditors. 

In his opinion Judge Sater says that the 
purchase price of the property acquired by 
the Duhme company, when it began busi- 
ness, excepting $5,000, was paid by the Keck 
company. Subsequently its funds were 
used to acquire the outstanding interest 
and the records of the directors’ meetings 
of both companies, of May 29, 1902, show 
that there was due the Keck company at 
that time from the Duhme company, $89,- 
500. None but the Keck family was then 
interested as owner in either of the com- 
panies. Judge Sater says that whether 
the Duhme company repaid the purchase 
price of its property to the Keck company 
is not an important or a controlling factor 
in the determination of the question here 
presented. 

Judge Sater next briefly relates some of 
the history of the two companies. He 
states that Herman Keck died on Dec. 20, 
1906, and his widow, Clara, was appointed 
administratrix. Down to that date Herman 
and his brother Oscar were active man- 
agers of both companies. Thereafter the 
management was with Oscar alone until 
the receiver took possession. Judge Sater 
says that Amanda, Emma and Clara Keck 
t all times acquiesced in and consented to 
the management. He says that Oscar, 
whose position as manager enables him to 
speak intelligently upon the subject, testified 
that the two companies were virtually one; 
that they were “only distinguished in name 
for the sake of retail and wholesale dis- 
tinction;” that the goods machinery and 
stock of the two were mingled; that the 
Keck company was the sole owner of the 
business of the Duhme company, and that 
the money paid by the Keck company for 
the property with which the other began 
business was never repaid.

A readjustment of the affairs of the com- 
panies was made for the purpose of making 
the Duhme company an asset of the other 
as a basis of credit. Mrs. Clara Keck was 
the only one who thought that the affairs 
of the two should be kept separate. Judge 
Sater says that, however, all finally ac- 
quiesced in and accepted the plan and ad- 
justment whereby the Keck company took 
in its own name the issued shares of stock 
of the other. This became operative June 


1, 1907. 
Judge Sater says that the contention that 
Clara Keck, as administratrix, had no 


power to join or assent to the action taken 
on June 1, 1907, by the corporation, and did 
not and could not, by her participation as 
a stockholder and director in the subse- 
quent proceedings had by the companies, 
ratify what was done, is not meritorious, 
and he says that the stocks which stood 
in her husband’s name were held by him 
as trustee for and belonged to the Keck 
company, and their transfer to it did not 
divest his estate of anything belonging to 
it, and the creditors have not been injured. 
Judge Sater says that the controversy is 
between the Keck women and the creditors, 
and that whatever injury these three stock- 
holders haye sustained is due to the man- 
agement of the affairs of the companies 
before and after June 1, 1907, and not to 
what was done on that day. He says that 
whatever may be their rights as against 
the managers of their affairs, their partic- 
ipation, acquiescence and ratification, are 
such as to debar them from relief as against 
creditors whose rights would thereby be 
injured. Judge Sater relates that the 
Duhme company is indorser for the other 
for $48,000, but whether the validity of 
this indorsement is to be contested or not 
does not appear. 

Judge Sater holds that the funds arising 
from the sale of the property which stood 
in the name of the Duhme company and 
any unsold property, if there be such, of 
that company in the receiver’s possession 


may be surrendered by him to the trustee’ 


in bankruptcy of the Keck company, who 
is ordered to keep a separate account there- 
of. He says if there be any unsold prop- 
erty the receiver should reduce it to cash. 
Further, Judge Sater says that if no com- 
plication exists or arises, the receiver 
should at an early date apply the fund and 
the proceeds of the property yet to be sold 
to the satisfaction of debts due those who 
dealt in good faith with that company. He, 
however, directs that enough should be laid 
aside to pay such costs and expenses as 
may be necessary in the administration of 
the companies’ affairs. He directs that an 
order be drawn accordingly, but reserving 
all rights to dissatisfied parties. 

As a result of the controversy decided 
by Judge Sater, the receiver was compelled 
to postpone a sale which he had scheduled 
for about a month ago and he will now at 
once proceed to readvertise it.

Jacob Belgarde is proprietor, 415 S. Sp: 

St., heard a crash of glass and discove; 

the glass in the front door broken an 

burglar in the store. A _ police sera 
happened to be near by, and, rushing 

the store, succeeded after a desperate fix 

in capturing one of the most vicious cri 

inals known on this coast. The man proy, 
to be Emanuel Sepulveda, who killed 
deputy sheriff at Ventura, eight years ag 
and has served four years in the peniten 
tiary, after one year’s term in the Whittier 
reform school. He is a powerful man, 
about 30 years of age, and although the 
sergeant was assisted by others, he was 
severely bitten by the man. 

A “lookout” was stationed on the street, 
and when a deputy sheriff approached two 
help the sergeant the sheriff was severely) 
choked in a desperate struggle, but was 
able to release himself. Sepulveda’s out 
side accomplice then made his escape, and 
at present has not been captured. Sepu! 
veda broke the glass with an automobile 
crank encased in cement and wrapped in 
chamois skin, In his fight with the officers 
he tried hard to murder them with this 
crank. At the station the robber cursed 
and threatened the officers, and declared 
that he would never be taken to prison 
again alive. Sepulveda had secured but a 
small amount of loot, as nearly everything 
of value in the store was locked up and 
he had not had time to open the safe. 

This is the third time burglars have at- 
tempted to loot Belgarde’s store. Two 
years ago one tried to get in at the front 
by breaking the glass, and about a year 
ago one was caught by a watchman as he 
was entering the store at the rear. 

The capture of Sepulveda is considered 
one of the best ever made in this city. 





Boston Jewelry Houses Go to Law Over 
Possession of List of School 
Children’s Names. 

30sToN, Mass., June 4—An_ injunction 
suit was brought last Thursday agamst 
Alfred E. Myers and Myer Myers by the 
Wilson Bros. Co., to restrain the defend 
ants from using a list of 10,000 names of 
Boston school children in connection with 
their jewelry business.

ciation of the District of Columbia. 


Wasuineton, D. C., June 4.—The Retail 
welers’ Association of the District of 
lumbia, Inc., held an interesting business 
eeting in the rooms of the Washington 
iamber of Commerce, 12th and F Sts., 
W., Tuesday evening, May 31. In the 
bsence of President Berry, Vice-President 
Hutterly presided. In calling the meeting 
to order Chairman Hutterly remarked that 
. great improvement was noticeable in the 
friendly feeling existing between the jew- 
elers and on the fact that six jewelry stores 
ocated within four blocks on the same 
street were represented at the meeting and 
there was not the least vestige of ill will or 
mean competition among them. 

The minutes of the preceding meeting 
and such correspondence as had been re- 
ceived were read by the secretary, which in- 
cluded a letter appointing A. D. Prince a 
member of the National Auxiliary Financial 
Committee of the American National Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, 

Under the head of new business several 
complaints were registered against price 
cutting, the complainants in each case sub- 
mitting facts to bear out the charges. At 
a previous meeting it was agreed that the 
price for 7-jewel Waltham or Elgin move- 
ments in Bates & Bacon or similar make 
of 20 year gold-filled cases, should be held 
to $10 as a minimum, and every jeweler in 
the District of Columbia so notified. Now 
comes the report of the sale of these 
watches at $8.50, accompanied by a request 
for action on the part of the association and 
the matter will be taken up with the proper 
parties. 

Another complaint was entered to the 
effect that one jeweler was selling his goods 
at prices without regard to profits, even 
going so far as to sell below cost to prevent 
the customer from trading with a com- 
petitor. The evidence presented did not 
seem to show that the jeweler in question 
made such sales out of ill-will toward 
others, but rather that this was his idea of 
“good business.” This matter will be given 
attention and every possible effort made to 
eliminate this competition. 

A protest will be entered to the manu- 
facturers against the selling of such prod- 
ucts as watches, silverware, etc., to firms 
using the same as premiums;; this with a 
view to stop the giving of trading stamps, 
coupons and other methods of profit shar- 
ing, 

The members who attended the recent 
convention of the Pennsylvania Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association entertained those present 
with a very interesting account of that 
meeting. Chairman Hutterly expressed the 
desire that all who could do so would at- 
tend the national convention ‘soon to be held 
in Detroit. 

By common consent the association will 
hereafter meet on the second Monday of 
each month, rather than at the call of the 
officers and an invitation is extended to all 
jewelers to attend the next meeting, June 
13.

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New Yorker Arrested on Charge of 
Smuggling Diamonds Says the 
Gems Were Sent to Peru. 


Isaac Marcuson, who gave his address as 
121 W. 182d St., New York, was arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Gil- 
christ, in the Federal building, New York, 
Saturday, by Special Treasury Agent How- 
ard Esterbmok, charged with smuggling 
$12,000 worth of diamonds from Antwerp, 
Belgium, about April 16. The complaint 
was made by Lee Reichman, of Reichman 


Bros., diamond importers at 65 Nassau St. 
Mr. Reichman, who returned with his 
brother recently on the Lusitania from a 


trip to the European diamond markets, ex- 
plained, yesterday, that the stories which 
appeared in the daily press in regard to the 
details relative to his complaint against 
Marcuson were in large part erroneous and 
badly mixed. He showed a letter which he 
had received from Max Tom, an Antwerp 
dealer, after he went on board the Lusi- 
tania, which, he said, explained the circum- 
stances. He denied ever having seen or 
heard from Marcuson previous to the time 
he visited the office of Reichman Bros., Sat- 
urday, and said that he had had no dealings 
with him in any way. 

The letter written by Mr. Tom, which is 
dated May 25, says in part: 


I have a great favor to ask of you. It consists 
in the following: I sold, on April to I. Mar 
cuson, 521 W. 182d St., New York, a lot of goods 


amounting to 2420.3.0 pounds, as per detailed copy 
invoice herewith, payable half at the end of April 


and half at the end of September, 1910. Four 
days before first payment we received a _ cable 
saying he could not meet it. 

The reason I waited till now is that I did not 
know whether these goods were in the United 
States or South America, where the firm is ac 
customed to do business. I took the liberty to 


write him as per the enclosed copy, that he should 
deliver the parcels to you on receipt of my letter. 

The letter requested Mr. Reichman, after 
checking the gods which he was to receive 
irom Marcuson, to cable Mr. Tom the duty 
paid by Marcuson and other expenses and 
then he would deposit to Mr. Reichman’s 
account the amount expended. ‘He asked 
Mr. Reichman to see if he could use the 
goods and if not he wrote that he would 
give other instructions. He explained that 
the main thing was to have Mr. Reichman 
get possession of the goods. 

Mr. Reichman showed a_ CriRcuLar- 
WEEKIy reporter copies of the correspond- 
ence between Mr. Tom, the Antwerp dealer, 
and Marcuson, in which Marcuson told of 
his inability to meet the payment on the 
diamonds, his acknowledgment that he had 
the goods in this country, his intention of 
shipping them back. Later he changed his 
mind. 

The correspondence also shows that Mr. 
Tom cabled him that if the goods were in 


the United States to hold them awaiting 
instructions. On receipt of a cablegram, 
which read “Goods here,” he instructed 
Marcuson to deliver them to his friends, 


Reichman Bros., at 65 Nassau St. 

Mr. Marcuson appeared at the office of 
Reichman Bros. Saturday morning, and, in 
speaking of his visit, Lee Reichman said: 
“He first asked for a private interview, and 
whet this was refused he told us that the 
diamonds were not in his possession. He 
said he had taken them from Antwerp to 
London and shipped them from there to 
customers in Peru. Mr. Reichman com- 
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municated with the customs officials and 
they came to his office and took Marcuson 
before the United States Commissioner. 

Marcuson held Monday in $5,000 
bail and placed in the custody of his at- 
torney. 

A meeting of the Precious Stone Import- 
Association was held Monday after- 
noon, at which time the matter was placed 
before that body.

W. F. Severance, attorney for Mr Mar- 
cuson, said that he did not care to give 
out a statement at this time. He denied,

Jewelry Salesman Leaves Samples at

They show 
liabilities of $193,367 and nominal assets 
of $3,000, consisting of an undivided one- 
twelfth interest in the estate of J. C. Louns- 
bery, an uncle residing in St. Paul, Minn., 
which estate is valued at $36,000. The set- 
tlement of the estate is pending in the 
Probate Court of Ramsay County, Minn. 
The assets also include an interest in an 
action of Hawkins vs. Smith, pending in

County, value unknown.

Court Refuses Government’s Petition for 
Rehearing in Pearl Case. 

The petition of D. Frank Lloyd, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General for the United States, 
asking for a rehearing and reargument in 
the case of the United States against Tif- 
fany & Co., over the duty applicable to 
‘9 drilled pearls purchased in Paris by 
Morris Guggenheim and imported by the 
jewelry concern, was denied yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

The petition for a rehearing was asked 
for in order to present more fully and 
clearly the points of law and of fact dif- 
ferentiating this case from the Citroen 
pearl case, which is now pending in the 
United States Supreme Court, where it 
was removed by a writ of certiorari. 

The case in question came up before the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
in 1902, and involved the classification and 
assessment of duty on 59 drilled pearls. 
The Government contended that the pearls 
were dutiable at 60 per cent., while the 
importers claimed 10 per cent. duty. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers sustained the contention of the 
importers and reversed the collector’s de- 
cision. On appeal to the United States 
Circuit Court the decision was upheld and 
on appeal to the Court of Appeals it was 
also sustained. 

The petition for a rehearing, which has 
just been denied, is the latest effort of the 
Government to get the case before the 
courts again.

duced into Congress last week which seeks 
to declare unlawful the establishment of a 
fixed selling price on any article used in 
interstate commerce. This bill that has 
been introduced in both the Senate and the 
House is said to be the result of the ac- 
tivity of a Memphis merchant, but that it 
has powerful interests behind it is evidenced 
by the fact that already a large number of 
advertisements have appeared in the daily 
press with the text of the bill, asking con- 
sumers to urge Congress to enact it. 

These advertisements start off by stating 
that opticians pay 30 cents for glasses which 
they are forced to retail for $3; jewelers 
pay $22 for a watch which they are forced 
to sell for $40, etc. Then, after speaking 
of the helplessness of the dealer wishing 
to cut prices, the advertisements say that 
the bill will enable retailers who be- 
lieve in running business on the basis o1 
“quick sales and small profits” to follow 
their policy unhampered. Consumers are 
asked to urge their Congressmen to push 
the bill to enactment. 

No names are attached to the advertise- 
ment, and there is nothing to show who 
instigated either the advertisement or the 
legislation, but it is evident that both money 
and influence will be used to create public 
sentiment in favor of the bill, and it be- 
hooves those interested in the maintenance 
of fixed prices to take some steps to head 
off this: measure, which strikes directly at 
the principle which retail jewelers and re- 
tail merchants in many other lines seek to 
have universally adopted.

O the surprise of 
even the opti- 
mistic members of the 
trade the gem impor- 
tations during the month dof May more than 
held their own, and the total for the month, 
though by no means the largest on record, 
shows a substantial gain over May a year 
ago, and can properly be classed among 
the larger months of the year. The figures 
were surprising inasmuch as the heavy im- 
portations in the early months of the year 
combined with the high prices maintained 
in the markets of Antwerp and Amsterdam 
caused a big decrease in the buying of gems 
in Europe temporarily, 
According to the

official figures given 


out by the appraiser at New. York, 
Friday, there passed through the Cus- 
toms House during May gems to the 


value of - $2,717,082.04, as compared with 
$2,689,213.49 in May last year, and 
$463,454.85 in 1908. Of this the value of 
the cut precious stones and pearls is given 
as $1,926,712.79, which is slightly less than 
the importations of a year ago, while the 
value of the uncut precious stones, princi- 
pally diamonds was $790,369.25, slightly more 
than in the corresponding month in 1909. 

These figures practically make certain 
that the gem importations for the fiscal 
year ending on the 39th of this month will 
be the largest ever recorded.

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can be seen at a glance from the following

ETWEEN the 
activity of the 
Government on one 
side and that of the 
diamond importers on the other it looks as 
if the most vigorous campaign ever waged 
against the jewel smuggler has now begun 
in earnest. his does not bear any rela- 
tion to the spasmodic attempts that have 
been heretofore made at various times to 
enforce the revenue laws, but comes after 
careful preparation by the merchants and 
officials who know what the object is 
which they wish to attain and thoroughly 
intend to attain it. No stone will be left 
unturned to prevent the smuggling in jewels 
in this country or to punish those who 
perpetrate such acts, and it can hardly be 
doubted that the effect will be satisfactory, 
both from the standpoint of the Govern- 
ment and the mercantile world. 

The activity of the Government against 
jewelry smugglers has been manifest for 
some time and has been prominently called 
to the attention of the public through the 
rigid inspection and seizure of articles 
smuggled by tourists and. the many prose 
cutions that have been started. The con- 
viction of the wife of a prominent Massa 
chusetts man was noted in a recent issue, 
as was the fining on a plea of guilty of an 
ex-Governor of New Hampshire, while in 
our columns this week appears an account 
of the conviction of another prominent 
western man, who pleaded guilty in the 
United States Court at Trenton and was 
fined $5,000, after receiving a scathing de- 
nunciation from the judge; also the arrest 
of a number of wealthy women on a similar 
charge. 

During the time the Government has 
been manifesting its act’vity the precious 
stone dealers have not been idle. As noted 
in THE Jewevers’ CrrcuLar-WeEEKLy, Nov. 
17, 1909, the members of the diamond and 
precious stone trade formed an organiza- 
tion under the style of the Precious Stone 
Importers’ Protective Association, which 
has been quietly at work devising ways and 
means to best cope with professional smug- 
glers as well as the tourists, and with this 
end in view a bill was sent to Congress on

Some Calculations Applicable to Barrel Train, 
and Motion Work of Watches.

OLLOWING the methods used in for- 
mer papers and with the intention of 
making the series more beneficial to stu- 
dents we shall again calculate the time and 
rate of revolution of each wheel and pinion. 
The following motion work train will be 

used for these calculations:

This type of train belongs to the class 
to which we can apply the “three and four 
rule,” i. ¢., the cannon pinion leaves mul- 
tiplied by three give the number of teeth 
in the minute wheel. 

The minute wheel pinion multiplied by 
four gives the number of teeth in the hour 


wheel. 
The cannon pinion attached to the center 


post makes one revolution every hour. 
The cannon pinion, as the table shows, pos- 
sesses 14 leaves; this pinion depths into 
and drives the minute wheel, which wheel 
has 42 teeth. We shali first calculate the 
number of turns the cannon pinion makes 
for one revolution of the minute wheel 


which also includes the minute wheel 
pinion. By the method explained in former 
papers we divided as follows: 


42 —14=3 

The answer shows that for one revolution 
of the minute wheel the cannon pinion 
makes three revolutions. 

We shall next calculate the time speed. 
We know the cannon pinion revolves once 
every hour, and as this pinion is driving 
the minute wheel, and as the minute wheel 
is going three times slower than the can 
non pinion, we figure as follows: 

Rule.—Length of time for one revolution 
of the cannon pinion, multiplied by the 
number of revolutions the cannon pinion 
must make for each revolution of the min 
ute wheel, gives us the time speed of the 
minute wheel, and with it the minute wheel 
pinion. 

ExAmPLe.—Length of time for one revo 
lution of cannon pinion, one hour. 

Number of revolutions which cannon 





pinion makes for one revolution of minute 
wheel, three: 
1x3=8 


The minute wheel and its pinion make 
one revolution in three hours. 

We shall next estimate the time speed of 
the hour wheel shown in the table already 
illustrated. First, find the number of revo 
lutions the minute wheel pinion makes for 
one revolution of the hour wheel. 

According to the rules given elsewhere, 


48 —-12=— 


The minute wheel pinion, i. ¢., the driver, 
makes four revolutions to one of the hour 
wheel. The time for one revolution of the 
minute wheel pinion, as before calculated, 
is three hours; from this we can readily 
calculate the time speed of the hour wheel. 

Rule—Length of time for revolution of 
minute wheel pinion, multiplied by the num- 
ber of turns which this pinion must make 
for one revolution of the hour wheel, gives 
us the time required for one revolution of 
the hour wheel. 

ExAMPLE.—Length of time for one revo- 
lution of the minute wheel pinion, three 
hours. 

Number of revolutions minute wheel pin 
ion makes for one revolution of hour wheel, 
four, 

8x 4=12 

The hour wheel makes one revolution in 
12 hours. 

We shall tabulate results obtained from 
calculations of this motion train. 

Cannon Pinion.—One revolution. Time, 
one hour; number of revolutions to one 
of minute wheel, three. 

Minute Wheel.—One revolution. Time, 
three hours; proportion of revolution to 
one Of cannon pinion, one-third. 

Minute Wheel Pinion.—One revolution 
Time, three hours; number of revolutions 
to one of hour wheel, four. 

Hour Wheel.—One revolution. 
hours; proportion of revolution to one of 
minute wheel pinion, one-fourth. 

The minute wheel and its pinion are trav- 
eling three times slower than the cannon 
pinion. The hour wheel is traveling four 
times slower than the minute wheel.

hour hand the minute hand makes 12, a 
fact which all dials record. A brief resume 
of the rules for calculating motion work 
will make them more useful for reference 


the cannon pinion. 


THE THREE AND FOUR RULE. 

This rule applies to the majority of 
American watches; also a large number of 
cylinders and foreign levers. Briefly ex 
pressed, this rule is as follows: The can- 
non pinion depths into the minute wheel ; 
to learn the number of teeth in the minute 
wheel, multiply the leaves in the cannon 
pinion by three. Next point: The hour 
wheel depths into the minute wheel pinion; 
to learn the number of teeth in the hour 
wheel, multiply the leaves of the minute 
wheel pinion by four. 


When we find a motion work train in a 
manner which is the reverse of the regular 
three and four rule, it can readily be told 
as follows: Multiplying the cannon pinion 
by three gives the teeth in the hour wheel. 
and when we multiply the leaves of the 
minute wheel pinion by four we obtain the 
number of teeth in the minute wheel. Thus 
the difference is readily told. 


REGULAR STANDARD RULE. 
To prove whether any motion work train 
is correct multiply together the number of 
teeth in the hour and minute wheel. Then 
multiply together the number of leaves in 
the cannon and minute wheel pinion and 
again multiply the product of the pinions by 
12. If the motion train is correct the prod 
uct obtained by multiplying the teeth to- 
gether should equal the product of the pin 
ions multiplied by 12. 
EXAMPLE: 
32 « 30 = 960 
10« 8x 12—960

examples, viz., those shown under the three 
and four rule; also the regular rule. It 
was also used in the preceding example

Select a number suitable for the minute 
wheel pinion—8, 10, 12, etc. Multiply each 
by the number of leaves in the cannon

12. Next divide each of the products by 
the number of teeth in the hour wheel. All 
quotients without fractional remainders are 
suitable for the number of teeth in the new 
minute wheel. The number of leaves suit- 
able for new minute wheel pinion is de- 
noted in each problem lacking a fractional 
remainder (see former explanation). 
HOUR WHEEL MISSING. “THREE AND FOUR 

RULE.” 

Multiply the leaves in the minute wheel 
pinion by four. 

EXAMPLE : 

8x 4= 32 

Hour wheel requires 32 teeth, 

STANDARD RULE. 

Multiply together the leaves in the cannon 
and minute wheel pinion and again mul- 
tiply this product by 12; then divide the 
above total product by the number of teeth 
in the minute wheel. 

EXAMPLE: 

19« 8 XK 12= 960 
960 —30— 32 

New hour wheel must have 32 teeth: 

To keep the subject regarding the selec- 
tion of a missing part of a motion train as 
clear as possible, we have given together the 
three and four rule and the regular or 
standard rule. The three and four rule ap- 
plies only to certain types of motion trains, 
while the regular standard rule covers all 
types of trains. 

In conjunction with the three and four 
rule type we sometimes find motion trains 
somewhat the reverse of the three and four 
rule. The difference we have already 
pointed out in this paper. 

Hence, when any part of a motion train 
is lost it belongs to some of the following 
classes : 

The regular three and four rule type. 

The reverse three and four rule type. 

The irregular type. 

To this latter type the only rule that 
applies is the universal regular standard 
rule, which, as we have explained, covers 
all classes and should be used to confirm 
all changes made in the motion train of 
watches.

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How to Make a Practical Watch Demagnetizer 








Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly by Claude L. Woolley 














N modern life so many conditions exist 
that tend to partly or completely mag- 
netize the hairsprings and other delicate 
steel parts of watches that those jewelers 
and watch repairers who possess the neces- 
sary appliances quite commonly nowadays 
pass nearly all watches that come to them 
for repair through a demagnetizing process, 
as well as those that are so badly magnet- 
ized as to make the demagnetizing process 
an absolute necessity. 

It is the purpose of the writer in the 
present article to describe in detail a sim- 
ple device for the purpose, which may be 
easily constructed, and which has been test- 
ed in practice and has been found to give 
most excellent results, 

This apparatus will operate on any 
source of alternating current supply, having 
a voltage of from 100 to 120 volts, this be- 
ing the current that is most extensively

used for lighting purposes. It will not 
operate on a direct current, save in con- 
nection with a_ special mechanical pole 
changing or reversal device, which is be- 
yond the scope of the present article. 

If any doubt exists in any given case as 
to whether the current which it is proposed 
to use is alternating or direct, the facts im 
the matter may be readily ascertained by 
inquiry from the company supplying the 
current. 

In the accompanying drawing is shown 
the apparatus referred to. There should 
first be made the flattened spool of wood; 
the opening b through the center, which 
passes entirely through the spool from end 
to end, being 2% inches wide and 1% 
inches high. The walls surrounding the 
opening, and composing the central shell, 
are of wood and 3/16 inch thick. The ma- 
terial of which cigar boxes are made an- 
swers very well. The ends a are % inch 
thick, 4% inches wide and 2% inches high 
from the base board to the top. The length 
of the spool, measured from the two inner 
edges of the ends, is 3% inches. The cen- 
tral shell is set into the openings in the 
ends as shown, and secured with glue, Glue 
is also made use of in joining together the 
parts of the central shell, no nails or other 
iron parts being used in the apparatus. 

The corners of the central shell over 
which the insulated wire is to be wound 
are to be rounded somewhat and sand- 
papered, the ends being also sand-papered. 
The central shell is given two coats of 
shellac varnish, inside and out, and the 
ends should also receive two coats of shel- 
lac or of varnish. Two holes are bored 
through one of the ends as™shown, one 


on a level with the outer surface of the 
central shell, the other % inch from the 
outer edge of the end of the spool. 

The spool should now be filled, winding 
as evenly as possible with one pound of 
No. 32 double cotton-covered copper mag- 
net wire, the beginning of the winding pass- 
ing out through the hole nearest to the 
surface of the inner shell and the terminal 
end of the winding passing out through 
the remaining hole. 

If any splices are made during the wind- 
ing they should be soldered, and the com- 
pleted coil c should receive over the wind- 
ing a good coating of shellac varnish. When 
this is dry a finishing cover of felt, or 
preferably of thin leather, should be 
wrapped around the winding and over- 
lapped on the under side, and secured with 
glue or shellac. 

A base of wood, % or one inch thick and 
7% inches by eight inches in size—the exact 
size not, however, being material—having 
been provided, the finished spool carrying 
the coil is mounted upon it as shown, and 
secured in place by slim brass screws pass- 
ing up from below, care being taken that 
the ends are not split or the coil windings 
in any way injured. 

On the base at d is mounted a circuit- 
breaking key three inches long and % inch 
wide, composed of spring brass, upon the 
free end of which is mounted and secured 
by. countersunk rivets a piece of insulating 
fiber or hard rubber, e, as shown. 

Beneath the free end, and separated from 
it, save when the spring is depressed, by 
a space of % inch, is placed the piece of 
brass ‘% inch thick, secured to the base by 
a round-headed brass screw as_ shown. 
Two round-headed brass screws secure the 
circuit-closing spring d in place. Two bind- 
ing posts are provided and mounted on the 
base as shown, and the connections are 
made in the following manner: The ter- 
minal of the beginning of the winding is 
carried beneath the base board to one of 
the binding posts and secured electrically 
to it. The outer terminal of the coil is 
carried to the piece of brass f under the 
key and clamped under the screw head. A 
piece of copper wire is clamped upder the 
end of the key d and carried under the 
base board and connected electrically to the 
remaining binding post. 

Connections from the binding posts are 
made, in practical use, by ordinary incan- 
descent lamp cord, terminating at one end 
in what is termed an attachment plug, that 
may be screwed into any lamp socket. 

In use the watch or other article to be 
demagnetized is held in the right hand and 
placed within the coil. While in that posi- 
tion the circuit-closing key is pressed down 
with the fingers of the left hand and the 
watch removed with a quick motion, being 
carried off to the right in a straight line 
to .arm’s length, the current being kept on 
while this motion is made, the circuit being 
broken as soon as the right hand carrying 
the watch reaches arm’s Iéngth. This may 
be repeated two or three times.

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Business Advice for the Young Watch- 
maker.

WEEKLY by C. R.) 
T HERE 1s a time in the career of every 
watchmaker when the thought of be- 
nning business for himself and of being 
own “boss” finds its way into his 
mind. Some of the ambitious are detained 
from taking the step by lack of funds; 
thers postpone their plan through lack of 
courage and self-reliance, and still to an- 

‘ther class belong those over zealous young 
men who are only awaiting the completion 
§ their apprenticeships and then their 
journey to success is to begin. 

It is an indisputable fact, that the knowl- 
edge of watchmaking is the foundation of 
the retail jewelry business. But the con- 
ception that anyone who can take a watch 
apart and clean it, or put in a new main- 
spring is competent to conduct a jewelry 
store is erroneous and inveigles many young 
men into business unprepared and blind- 
folded. 

It is not a very rare occurrence that after 
a novice has realized his dreams to be his 
own “boss” and put the finishing touches 
to his neatly arranged store he wishes he 
had some one to take it off his hands and 
be back at his old work bench repairing 
watches. This is generally the result of 
false courage, that courage that is in- 
variably pounded into the mind of the be- 
ginners by their friends, who are laymen 
and are unaware of the complexity of the 
retail jewelry business. 

Such courage seldom remains with the 
recipient long enough to give his business 
a fair trial. The fact that a person lacks 
the nerve to start in business is, according 
to the writer’s opinion, sufficient indication 
that he also lacks the thorough knowledge 
of that particular line. 

When a person is confident that he can 
accomplish a certain task he will never lack 
the courage to begin, for knowledge and 
courage are so closely related that they gen- 
erally appear simultaneously. Hence, when- 
ever we are in doubt as to our courage for 
starting in business it is obvious that our 
business education lacks completion. 

Selecting an Appropriate Location 

After every branch of the trade has been 
carefully studied there is another very im- 
portant thing to consider, and that is, to 
find an appropriate location. It is the belief 
of some young watchmakers that the small 
towns offer better opportunities to the be- 
ginner than cities above 25,000 inhabitants. 
Owing to this belief the smaller towns aver- 
age more jewelry establishments to each 
thousand of their population than some 
large cities. 

The writer recalls an incident where a 
young man left a city of 150,000 population, 
where he worked as a watchmaker, to start 
in business for himself in a city of 25,000. 
The city he selected for his enterprise had 
nine jewelry stores, some of the jewelers 
carried a well assorted stock and others de- 
pended mostly on their repair trade. 

The new-comer figured that even though 
he would be the tenth one his opportunities 
would be more favorable than in the big 
cities, where many leading jewelry stores 
and department stores were powerful com- 
petitors to the small beginner. This belief 
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was principally based on the fact that a 
population of 1,000 is sufficient to support 
one jewelry store and in many towns with 
1,500 inhabitants two jewelry stores or one 
jewelry store and one repairer can be 
located. 

Consequently the beginner figured on an 
excellent opportunity in his selected town 
of 25,000 population and expected to get the 
patronage of at least 2,500 population, that 
being the figure on his share of the entire 
population. The real fact, however, he did 
not learn until after he had been established 
several months and he paid dearly for his 
experience, 

He discovered to his sorrow that business 
is never equally divided among the trades 
people. The leading jeweler of a small 
town will perhaps be patronized by one-half 
of its population, other customers will pre- 
fer to deal with John because they may 
know him from childhood, or perhaps went 
to school with him. Still others will rather 
do business with Tom or Dick because they 
belong to the same lodge. 

Some of the jewelers conducted their 
stores in connection with another line, 
others depended on repairing only and 
made a bare living. Furthermore, our un- 
initiated friend discovered that many in this 
town, as well as in any other town, were 
apt to meet with opposition from certain 
laymen, 

The drygoods merchants of that particu- 
lar place were all selling cheap jewelry, 
hardware stores kept a supply of clocks in 
stock and many clothing merchants were 
selling watches in connection with their 
own line, on instalments. 

Discouraged by these disappointments he 
disposed of his business and returned to his 
old place and to his surprise he learned that 
during his absence a jewelry store had been 
opened in the very neighborhood where he 
had lived for years and was doing a 
splendid business. This goes to prove that 
many are often blinded to their opportuni- 
ties at home and grasp possibilities else- 
where, 

Besides the discreet and prudent judg- 
ment that is required in selecting the right 
location, perseverance is the next essential 
thing to acquire. There is no other line of 
business enterprise that demands as much 
perseverance from the beginner and_con- 
fidence of the public as the retail jewelry 
line. The principal purchases made in a 
jewelry store may be ascribed to the repu- 
tation of the merchant and such reputation 
must first be built up before a new estab- 
lishment is patronized. 


Fitting up a New Store. 


The principal thing to be considered when 
fitting up the interior of a jewelry store is 
the artistic side. It is well to keep in 
mind that a jewelry store is the market for 
works of art, frequented mainly by a class 
of people of an artistic temperament and 
it is essential to impress a prospective pur- 
chaser with the surroundings as well as 
with the purchase. 

It is not advisable for a beginner to tn- 
vest most of his capital in fixtures, but, 
again, to display a well assorted stock on 
a crudely made shelf and dilapidated show 
cases, would be the height of indiscretion. 
In fitting up the store everything must be 
arranged in a businesslike and systematic 
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way. Let the public know you're up to date. 

If possible, take a one year’s lease with a 
three or five years’ option; this clause will 
give you the opportunity to give your busi- 
ness a fair trial, as one year’s time is not too 
long a period to become known as a jeweler 
in a new location and after the lapse of 
that time, if the enterprise proves promising, 
you have the option to remain on the same 
terms three or five additional years. An- 
other advantage the beginner has by taking 
a one year lease is that he is not so easily 
tempted to change his location in case of 
discouragement after the first few months 
of business. 

Practical experience has taught us that a 
new jewelry store that may not prove at 
all promising in the beginning, if managed 
properly by an alert and energetic man, will 
turn out to be very remunerative. Take 
the exact measurements for fixtures and 
get estimates from several responsible firms. 
Occasionally second-hand fixtures can be 
obtained reasonably and after some renova- 
tion they cannot be discerned from new 
ones. 

In such cases it is advisable to engage a 
reliable carpenter to make the required 
changes and renovations. Have all the 
work done on contract. It insures prompt- 
ness and better work. The work bench 
should be placed close to the window, thus 
giving you the best light in the store and 
also a-chance to let the public. know that 
you are a practical watchmaker and do 
your repairing on the premises. Place the 
bench in such a position that will enable 
you to face the entrance while at work. Ar- 
range your show cases in a parallel line 
with the work bench and adjoin the safe 
to the extreme end of the show case, so 
that it forms an exclusive compartment. 

Should conditions be such that shelves 
are provided to take the place of wall cases 
have them neatly lacquered to match the 
show cases and work bench. The interior 
of a jewelry store should never be papered, 
a dark green burlap or paint gives it a 
more pleasing appearance. The walls may 
be adorned with clocks and pictures of lead- 
ing watch and clock factories. Such pic- 
tures can be obtained free of charge through 
the wholesalers. 


Buying the Goods. } 
It is not deemed practical to buy your 


' goods before the completion of the store is 


near. Some beginners seem to have an idea 
that the first important step to take toward 
business is to buy their goods, consequently 
their first payment on the remaining sum 
(which is generally made payable in 30, 60 
and 90 days) is due practically before they 
had occasion to display the stock in their 
store. 

The following will quite clearly reveal 
many advantages which a novice has by 
dealing exclusively with one reliable house. 
At the very beginning the question arises, 
what kind of goods can you sell in your 
establishment? Outside of some staple 
articles, such as watch movements of 
various sizes, watch cases, clocks, chains, 
cuff buttons, scarf pins, a current line of 
baby rings and wedding rings, there are 
numerous articles in the jewelry trade of 
special designs and fabrics to suit the de- 
mand of the respective locations.

| Making Artificial Flowers for the Show Window. 
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| Written exp essly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly by Chas. A. Gazan

O flower df all the long list makes a 
more beautiful display for decorative 
purposes than the purple racemes of the 
wistaria. These are large and prettily 





graduated from light to dark, so are quite 
sufficient to decorate a window without 
the addition of any other flower. They 
may be used effectively on a diamond- 
shaped lattice in the background, or an 
arbor can be constructed so that the clus- 
ters will hang suspended overhead. If no 
such extra work is to be attempted, they 
can be trailed as vines over the curtain in 
the background, up and down the sides 
and corners of the window, around posts, 
if any, and criss-crossed overhead. 

There is no limit to its uses in this re- 





spect. Its decorative possibilities have been 
greatly appreciated by the Japanese and 
used by them very extensively. One has 
only to refer to them for inspiration if 
something new is wanted and ideas don’t 
seem to come readily, Following their 
suggestions you need not confine yourself 
to natural colors, but make the racemes 
of white, green or pink instead of the usual 
color, if preferred. The natural color 
ranges from the extreme violet to a deep

purple, the end of a light violet blossom 
often being almost pure white. 

With these few suggestions as to the 
use of our flower we will now begin the 
work of constructing it, remembering the 
general instructions given in the introduc- 
tory article. 

Fig. 1 is the pattern by which to cut the 
dark violet petals. (The letter W after 
this and all the other figure numbers sim- 
ply indicate that this set belongs to the 
wistaria group, so as to prevent confusion.) 
It is constructed on a circle, the diameter 
of which is 5% inches. Fig. 2 is the lighter 
shade, and the diameter is 4% inches. 

Cut these out of tissue paper from the 
cardboard patterns. Take both the large 
and small one and twist each petal once, 
as shown in Fig. 3. When completed fold 
a light-colored form (Fig. 2) in half, like 
Fig. 4 

We are now ready to make a raceme, as 
the long cluster is called. Take a thin 


white covered wire and six each of the 
light and dark folded petals. Hook the 
wire through the center of the light folded 
one after putting a little paste in the cen- 
ter, anf give it a twist so it looks like 
Fig. 5 

Take the other five light-colored or 


small ones (which should be flat) and put 
a little paste in the center of each. Apply 
the pasted part of one to the wire and 
twist it as in Fig. 6. Continue with the 
others in this way, placing them about an 





inch apart. Then follow with the dark 
large ones in the same manner. These may 
be a little farther apart. 

We will now make our leaves. Each leaf 
has eight leaflets and the raceme has two 
of these leaves. Fold a medium green 
tissue paper in half so that when the leaflet 
pattern (Fig. 7) is cut around on it the 
forms will open up like Fig. 8. This is 
important, as the leaflets are opposites on 
the stem and time is saved by putting them 
on the wire if cut in this manner. 

This leaflet pattern measures 1% inches 
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across the widest part, and a little over 
14 inches long 
Begin wrapping a wire with a green 


crepe paper wrapper, and an inch from the 
end wrap in the first set of two leaflets, as 
in Fig. 9. They should be kept rather close 
together and look like the side view given 
in Fig. 10. Wrap in three more sets of two 
leaflets on the wire, a little over two inches 
apart, making eight leaflets on each stem 


The next take a light rope, 


step 1s to 








about a quarter of an inch thick, and as 
long as desired to extend from one part of 
your window to the other. Wrap this with 
brown crépe paper, wrapping in at frequent 
intervals one raceme of blossoms and two 
leaves in the manner shown in Fig. 1l. In 
between these groups of three, other leaves 
can be wrapped if so desired. 

Our flower is now complete and should 
look like the illustration at the head of this 
article 

Flowers suitable for the Fall months will 
be described in due season.

CHAPTER II. 
WHERE TO START. 

HE old superstition that a good begin- 
ning makes a bad ending has nothing to 

do with business. In trade the bad be- 
ginning makes a bad ending and it makes 
it very soon. 

There is everything in a good store and 
there is the seed of failure in any other 
kind. Jt is hard enough to make a suc- 
cess of a jewelry store with the condi- 
tions all favorable. No need of looking 
up handicaps. 

Where shall I start a store or buy one? 
That is the vital question with the young 
would-be merchant. 

Will it pay me to change my location? 
That is the question that agitates the 
mind of the man who finds his trade per- 
haps slipping away or finds that he is not 
developing the business as he had hoped 
to do. 

If I am to buy my first store, or if I 
am thinking of buying another in some 
other location, where shall I buy it and 
what kind shall I buy? More questions of 
importance. Also is it better for me to 
start a new store, buy an established busi- 
ness or take up one that is being closed 
out for somes reason or other? 

They say that a fool can ask more 
questions that ten wise men can answer. 
If that be true, there is no limit to the 
number of questions a shrewd business man 
can ask ‘about the conditions for starting 
a store or re-starting one. 

As to location, whether a man is starting 
a new store, buying an established busi- 
ness or adding a branch, it is all the same 
when it comes to picking out the place to 
start or to buy. It is a question of what 
location will produce the most trade. 

There must be in this connection a care 
ful consideration of the trade 
wanted. Also the amount of capital avail- 
able is important in its bearing. 

One thing is certain, the number of 
people who pass the location in a day is 
important and it can be ascertained easily 
with a man and a little numbering machine 
or numbering stamp—anything that can be 
used automatically to register units, of 
counting. Hire a man to sit in a window 
or stand in an out of the way place and 
keep a record of passersby. This record 
will form a basis upon which to make cal- 
culations. It will gauge the worth of the 
store windows and if the record further 
shows the class of the people who pass it 
class of 


class of 


will determine to an extent the 
trade a store there might most easily com- 
mand. 

The mistake should not be made, in 


figuring on the number of passersby, of 
thinking that necessarily the place show- 
ing the greatest crowd is the best loca- 
tion. A nearby factory might crowd the

streets in a locality at certain hours 
out making business for a jeweler. 
proximity of large stores with many 
ployes going and coming might influ 
one to his detriment. Quality of crow 
even more important than quantity 
steady crowd though small is better 
a spasmodic large rush. 

In general the best location for a st 
is in a section where there are many sto: 





People go to shop where the most shops 
are. If a man were of the opinion that he 
would get more trade by having it all to 
himself and should locate in some place 
where there were no other stores he would 
die of starvation. He would not even get 
the trade of that locality, for the people 
living next to him would go into the gen- 
eral retail section to buy. A neighborhood 
store will never be anything but a neighbor- 
hood store. For it to become anything else 
would be moving the mountain to Mahomet. 

And in location in a business section one 
should locate in a strictly retail section. A 
banking or office section might do for a 
small store that wanted the trade of the 
office men or bankers, but it would not 
answer to get the general shopping trade. 
Trade follows the flag abroad, but it fol- 
lows the crowd at home. 
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Storekeeping Department. 





One thing is certain, if you have a loca- 

n where you are doing a fair business 

w, you will be foolish to make any 

ange unless you can get just such.a lo- 

tion as you have dreamed about. There 

no money in changing for something just 
as good or for something just a little bet- 
ter. The cost in money and loss of cus- 
tomers in changing is too great to make 
that profitable. 

The man who is dissatisfied with his lo- 
cation and is determined to move should 
keep a careful watch for opportunity else- 
where. ‘The best plan is to find what you 
want and then make your opportunity to 
get it. Get your mind settled upon a loca- 
tion that will be a possibility, not on one 
that it is a foregone conclusion you never 
can get, and then bend every effort to se- 
cure it. 

In going into a new section of the city 
or into a different city or town the greatest 
care must be made to study the habits and 
customs and requirements of the new ter- 
ritory. Because you are able to handle a 
certain store well and sell large quantities 
of goods does not argue that a different 
section will want the same kind of service 
or at all the same class of goods. ; 

The public must be studied 
to make any store a success, even in the 
store you are already in, and unusual care 
must be exercised in getting acquainted 
with a new trade center. There are plenty 
of jewelers who are satisfied to let well 
enough alone. They are getting a good 
business where they are and they do not 
care to take any chances in changing and 
the amount of labor and expense involved 
in a change is not attractive to them. Of 
course there will always be plenty of men 
who are easily satisfied and then too there 


carefully 


are plenty of stores that are so situated 
that they can increase their business as 
much where there are as in any location 


they could choose. But the fact that one 


can succeed on a side street or on the 
wrong side of the street does not argue 
that it would not be productive of a bigger 
success to move. Stores on the wrong 


side of the never succeed there on 
account of the location. They may succeed 
in spite of it. That is all. 

It is ambition that 
above his present business and makes him 
want: to go farther. Ambition is a com- 
mon thing and works wonders where it is 
properly handled. If you are ambitious, 
try to give your ambition a little leeway 
and see what it will do for you in the 
direction of improvement in location.

In moving, it should be 
your present location is very likely to be 
snapped up by someone who would profit 
by your established position and prestige 
among people who would continue to drop 
into the old stand because they did not 
hear of the change or because they found 
the location a convenient one. It is up to 
your advertising to take the trade with you 
when you move. 

Whatever your new location may be, see 
that the store is made thoroughly modern 
before you move in. It is no trouble to 
have almost anything done in the way of 


painting and repairs while the store is 


empty, but after you are in there, it will 
be a tremendous job to do so simple a 
thing as to paint up the interior. Better 
delay moving a year even and borrow more 
money for it in order to get things right 
to start with.

A Representative Store of Ashtabula, 0. 

HE attractively remodeled jewelry store 

of James K. Stebbins & Son, 202 Main 

St., Ashtabula, O., was formally opened to 

the public a short time ago. The jeweler dis- 

tributed 2,000 souvenir bells with which the 

recipients literally rang out the praises of 

the new store. The bells made an original 

and timely novelty because they were dis- 
tributed at an opportune time. 
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are embellished by plate glass mirrors. 


Tungsten electric lamps and Holoplane re- 
flectors are used to illuminate the show 
cases and the jewelers claim that this is the 
whitest light which they have been ab-:e to 
find for interior case illumination. ‘The de- 
vices used for the store proper are Welsbach 
reflex chandeliers. The show wirdows are 
lighted by means of four Tungsten electric 
lights placed in mirror reflectors. 

There are six wal] cases in all and four 
table display cases, which are of very grace- 
ful design. There is a separate display case 
for watches and chains, one for card jew- 
elry, one for sterling flat ware and one for 
novelties, a mahogany chest for 184 pieces 
of sterling flat ware and an oak chest for 
167 pieces of plated flat ware. 

In the watch repairing department are 
two watchmakers’ benches and a large cabi-

At the left of the front entrance is a pri- 
vate room to be used exclusively for the 
sale of diamonds. Here the purchaser may 
inspect precious stones free from interrup- 
tion and distraction. A large new safe, 
having a separate burglar-proof compart- 
ment for diamonds with its own combina- 
tion, has also been installed. -A spacious 
watch and jewelry repairing department is 
located well in the rear of the store. 

The store is 68 feet in length and 19 feet 
in width. All the fixtures are of golden 
oak and present a very rich appearance. The 
show windows are six feet wide and five 
and one-half feet deep. From the sidewalk 
to the deck of the window measures 16 
inches, and from the deck to the prism 
lights above seven feet. The show win- 
dows are boxed in tightly and ventilated 
by means of open panels under the deck and 
a one-inch opening all around the glass 
front and sides. Access to the window is 
obtained by three section doors, which ex- 
tend across the whéle width of the window. 
These doors are arranged, so that only one 
at a time may be opened.

Another jeweler, during the wedding sea- 
son, advertised stock that could be pur- 
chased at a comparatively low price, and 
which also made a most acceptable but not 
extravagant gift. The lines which he chose 
were silver flat ware and hollow ware, cut 
glass, brooches, bracelets, silver candelabra, 
wedding rings, engagement rings, silver 
plate, clocks, art goods and rock crystal 
ware. 

He used in his local newspaper for three 
days during the week a space of five inches, 
double column, and the other three days he 
used a space of seven inches, single column. 
He chose his space in accordance with the 
size of the cuts which he had to use. As a 
rule he ran only one or two cuts with each 
ad, but this cut really illustrated the special 








It must be remembered that this jeweler 
was located in a town where a great part 
of his pa'ronage was employed in factories 
and offices and could not afford to spend 
a large amount of money for wedding gifts. 

The Stationery Department. 

The retail jeweler’s stationery department 
can be made to work overtime at a good 
profit during the wedding season. Neatly 
wriiten advertisements of about five inches, 
single column, might be used in the local 
daily to call attention to the jeweler’s spe- 
cial line of high grade stationery. All the 
jeweler needs, if he has no regular sta- 
tionery department, is a sample book, show- 
ing the different grades of paper, up-to-date 
styles in monograms, script, etc., etc. It 
will then be his duty to get the best possible 
work from a high class stationery engraver 
in the nearest large city. 

It does not pay a jeweler in certain terri- 
tories to conduct a high class stationery de- 
partment, and in view of this fact the above 
suggestion as to giving out the work may 
not be amiss. There are many engravers 
who make a specialty of catering to the 
jewelry trade in this respect, and they fur- 
nish without cost style books, some of which 
are real works of art. 

Advertising Wedding Stationery. 

In advertising wedding stationery, infor- 
mation should be given in regard to the 
prevailing styles. In wedding invitations 
French script is quite popular, either plain 
or shaded. The dignified o!d English style 
is in great favor with many, and plain script 
is always in good form. Persons of good 
taste adopt letter shapes that are not ex- 
treme and of medium size. 

Tell the reader that you display samples 
of the newest styles in invitations and an- 
nouncements.; that you have the standard 
styles in church and “at home” cards, mono- 
grams, paper, etc., etc. 

A jeweler whose patrons included many 
of the wealthier classes found it profitable 
to send out neat booklets as accessory ad- 
vertising which he used to strengthen his 
newspaper advertising. His booklet was 
about 4% inches wide and six inches long. 
It bore the simple but appropriate title, 
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Retail Advertising Department. 





The idea of issuing this book- 
t was not to lay any forceful stress on the 


tock in the first few pages, but rather to_ 


ssociate the giving of jewelry gifts with 
weddings and to show: that the history of 
nations demonstrated that this custom had 
-xisted for a long: time. There were given 
in the booklet bits of romance regarding 
engagement and wedding rings, some useful 
information regarding wedding invitations 
and suggestions as souvenirs of the wed- 
ding. 

Tiny gold thimbles, rings and silver bod- 
kins were mentioned with good grace for 
the wedding cake or the bride’s bouquet. In 
the back of the booklet issued by this jeweler 
was an extended list of suggestions in 
jewelry, sterling silver, cut glass, silver 
plate. At the top of each list of the articles 
were printed the minimum and the maxi- 
mum prices. For instance, printed in neat 
type were the following:

In advertising wedding gifts in the news- 
paper the most advisable plan is to suggest 
under special heads “gifts for the bride,” 
“gifts for the bridesmaid,” “gifts for the 
best man.” 

Advertising Odd Pieces. 

An exceptionally effective way to in- 
crease your business is to advertise that you 
«<arry in stock odd pieces, “not to be dupli- 
cated.” This will be greatly appreciated by 
those who intend to make nuptial presenta- 
tions, because many are really apprehensive 
of buying a gift owing to a dread that some 
one else will give a similar article. A little 
painstaking on your part in the purchasing 
markets will enable you to buy unique de- 
signs and odd pieces, and you will be hand- 
somely repaid for the time spent in this 
way, 

How Not to Advertise. 

A jeweler in a city with a population of 
100,000 advertised one season in a space 
of five inches, double column, very weakly 
as follows: “New Silver and Cut Glass for 
your Wedding Gifts. Odd Patterns.” Four 
inches, single column, of this space was 


taken up by a very inartistic illustration of , 


an engagement ring. The ring shown had an 
old-fashioned setting and was awkwardly 
drawn. It would, indeed, be marvelous if 
advertising of this kind could be made to 
‘pay. 

In order to make your advertising space 
pay, you must have something to say; some 
message to deliver to the public concerning 
your stock, and you must convey that mes- 
sage in a diplomatic and graceful manner. 
Advertising space can be misused just as 
‘store space can be misused. 

As to the amount of space to use, there 
are so many conditions and circumstances 
which govern it that it would be futile to 
lay down any positive rule in this brief 
article. 

A. E. Edgar, in his work “How to Adver- 
ttise a Retail Store,” writing on the use of 


space, says: “Every merchant must an- 
swer the question for himself. No one can 
do it for him. Even an expert advertiser 
could not determine the answer for him 
without a full knowledge of those condi- 
tions, and even then not until he”had ex- 
perimented awhile. In some towns a 10- 
inch space will pay a merchant largely. In 
other localities the retailer would find a 
five-inch advertisement would bring him in 
good results and that a 10-inch advertise- 
ment would not increase his profits suf- 
ficiently to pay for the increased cost of the 
space, 

“If a merchant: found by experience that 
he could double his business by doubling the 
amount of space he was using it would be 
poor economy for him to cut down the space 
to half for the purpose of saving a few 
dollars on first cost. 

“The question of how much space to use 
can only be answered by constant experi- 
ment. Small spaces may pay better this 
year, while next year conditions may be so 
changed that it would be necessary to 
double the space to bring about the same 
results, z 

“When the merchant has decided just 
how much space he will use he thinks the 
whole question of advertising has been set- 
tled. All he has to do is to write a busi- 
ness card to fit the space and change it 
once or twice a year, or whenever the spirit 
moves him.” 

The Use of Space. 

In his volume entitled “Fowler’s Pub- 
licity,” N. C. Fowler, Jr., says: 

“Too little advertising wastes money. 

“Too much matter in too little space 
wastes advertising. 

“Too little matter in too much space is 
extravagant, 

“Too much space is better than too little 
space, and just enough space is best.” 

But, after all, it is not so much the 
amount of space used that brings results as 
the way the space is used. Take two adver- 
tisers under the same local conditions and 
one uses 10 inches of space while the other 
uses 20 inches. The former always gets 
good results, while the latter meets with 
only indifferent success. It isn’t the amount 
of space, then, but the way in which the 
space is used. It is the cold type set into 
burning words that count, 

Where a retailer is so situated that he has 
only the weekly papers to advertise, it is 
usually an easy matter to decide upon what 
space will be used, and in what papers. 
Usually, however, where there are two or 
more weekly papers circulating in the terri- 
tory from which the merchant may expect 
to draw trade, he should use both or all. 
In the better ones his space should be 
larger, but he should make extra efforts to 
make the small space in the poorer paper 
attractive. 

The way some merchants use space in 
these country papers is simply appalling to 
a retailer who has to pay dollars per inch 
in a city daily paper, instead of cents, as it 
is in these weeklies. It is no trouble what- 
ever to find a 10-inch space containing the 
following: “TOO BUSY TO WRITE 
ADS.” 

The man who is too busy to write ads 
should engage somebody to write them for 
him, for business to-day cannot progress 
without advertising. ‘4 
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The Show Window. 


It goes without saying that the show win- 
dow to-day should always be kept in such 
attractive condition that attention may prof- 
itably be called to it in the advertisement. 
“See our special window display this week.” 
“See our Independence Day display” or 
“See our wedding window” set in bold type 
in an advertisement have often paid hand- 
somely in coniunction with good newspaper 
advertising. 

Good window displays and gocd advertis- 
ing go hand in hand. Timely window dis- 
plays should be accompanied by timely ad- 
vertising, a judicious use cf the window 
space and judicious use of the newspaper 
space are part of the history of the career 

of every successful merchant. 


A ‘*Bride’s Dinner Table.” 


A display to which attention might be 
called with good results in the advertise- 
ments during the wedding season might 
consist of a’ “Bride’s Dinner Table.” The 
table should be as handsome as. possible. 
One might be rented for the occasion from 
a furniture establishment. This table might 
be round, made of mahogany and set for 
the bride and groom and their attendants. 
The table, if set according to English cus- 
tom, should have a draw cloth instead of 
the ordinary tablecloth, which would leave 
the center bare for flowers. 

The flowers should be placed in handsome 
bowls of crystal, cut glass or silver. On 
either side of the flowers and about mid- 
way between them and the ends of the 
table might be arranged candelabra with 
shades. The shades might correspond with 
the color scheme of the flowers. 

This table affords an excellent means for 
the display of cut glass drinking glasses, fine 
china ware, cut glass vases, silver deposit 
ware, silver knives, forks and spoons. If 
the jeweler has ample show window space 
he can make this display yery attractive and 
secure considerable press notices from the 
local papers as a result of his enterprise. 

If the store is closed in the evening it is 
advisable by all means to allow the display 
to be seen and not to draw the window 
shades. 

The lighting must be effected with un- 
usual care. The light on the table should 
be subdued but sufficient. Too bright a 
light on the dining table is always to be 
avoided, 

A Real Wedding. 

A firm of jewelers on one occasion ad- 
vertised at the end of their wedding adver- 
tisement that a real wedding would take 
place on a certain date in front of their 
store at a fixed time. The crowd that 
gathered far exceeded the expectations of 
the ingenious advertiser: The couple who 
were about to be married arrived upon the 
scene in a carriage driven by white horses 
and proceeded to the steps of the store, 
where an arch of evergreen had been 
erected. A band from the home town played 
a wedding march and the couple were wed 
by a minister with the conventional cere- 
mony. The jewelers in front of whose store 
the wedding was held presented to the 
happy couple a substantial gift. 

- The curiosity of the public was increased 

by the fact that the names of the prospec- 
tive bride and groom, respectively, were 
not divulged before the ceremony.

Croisic, Le (France). “It is a Fleming, 
Gérard Demigennes, who, in the XVI. cen- 
tury, established here a ceramic (faience) 
center. Horacio Borniola, an Italian, suc- 
ceeded him in 1627, and himself left the 
works to John Borniola and to Beatrice, his 
sister, and wife of one named Davys. The 
potteries exhibited at Rennes under the 
head of Le Croisic perfectly evidenced their 
origin. White, generally gadrooned and 
decorated with scrolls and flowers, in blue 
and citron yellow, they resemble the old 
products of Antwerp and the Flanders, and 
must have served, in their turn, as types for 
the old fabrications of Rennes.”—Jacque- 
mart. 

CROISSANT CONTOURNE. “The decrescent, 
or half moon, the horns toward the sinister 
side of the shield.”—Robson. 

Crotst, Hans. Noted French goldsmith 
of the XV. century. He was special gold- 
smith to the Duke of Orleans. 

CRONEL, or coronel, sometimes erroneously 
called cronet or coronet. “The iron at the 
end of a tilting spear, having a socket for 
the end of.the staff to go into, and termi- 
nating in three points.”—Robson. (See 
coronel.) 

Cros. A painter-ceramist at Moustiers in 

“the XVIII century. 

Crosier. (See crozier.) 

Cross. The cross as a symbol dates back 
to an antiquity beyond our sources of in- 
vestigation. Every country used it, whether 
barbarous or civilized; Druid, Buddhist, 
Brahman used the device long before the 
present era. “The Druids considered that 
the long arm of the cross symbolized the 
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FIVE EGYPTIAN PLANET SYMBOLS. 


way of life, the short arms the three con- 
ditions of the spirit world, equivalent to 
heaven, purgatory and _hell.”—Seymour. 
Prescott says that on the arrival of the first 
Europeans in Mexico they were surprised 
to find “the cross, the sacred emblem of 
their own faith, raised as an object of wor- 
ship in the temples of Anahuac.” Five of 
the Egyptian astronomical symbols of the 
planets were represented by a circle, or part 
of one, and the cross. (See cut.) 





Christian cross (Latin crux, French 
croix). The cross “is the most important 
symbol of Christian art. It symbolizes the 
person of Christ, Christianity and Sacri- 
fice. Its decorative applications are in- 
numerable and of great. variety. Various 
fundamental forms of the cross have been 
distinguished and are known by different 
names, The Greek (or St. George’s) cross

consists of two arms of equal length, bisect- 
ing each other at right angles. In the Latin 
cross the lower limb is lengthened. These 
two forms are those most often used. In 
the St. Andrew’s cross the arms cross each 
other diagonally. St. Anthony's cross (the 
Egyptian or Old Testament cross) is a Latin 
cross without the upper limb. = 


“Omitting from consideration the Cruci- 
fix, which represents the crucifixion of 
Christ, we shall find the cross in the utmost 
variety of form on utensils and vesse's, on 
robes and garments, on carpets and banners 
dedicated to religious uses; in heraldry, 
and as a free ornament to form the upper 
ornamental finial of architecture. In Chris- 
tian architecture the cross is used as a finial 
on steeples and gables, on tombs, pulpits, 
cte, Often it is employed alone, as a monu- 
ment (tombs, wayside and votive crosses).” 
—Meyer, Constantine erected on St. Peter’s 
grave a golden cross weighing 150 pounds. 

The first location of the Christian cross 
was crowning the ciborium (altar balda- 
chin), and it is still found there in several 
Romanesque basilicas. Sometimes it hung 
by a chain from the ciborium. When the 
ciborium was eliminated the altar table be- 
came the location for the cross, or at times 
it was displayed on the rear wall, as at 
present, he ecclesiastical cross at first 
was plain, but later the crucifix appeared 
displaying the Crucified One. (See cruci- 
fix.) 

Pectoral cross, ‘““A cross worn by bishops 
suspended round the neck by a chain and 
hanging, as the name implies, on the breast; 
they were insignia of authority over a dio-

cese, hence when any bishop enters the dio- 
cese of another he wears the cross con- 
cealed.”—Pugin. As now, reliquary crosses 
of a small size were made to be worn on the 
pegson as an amulet, These were termed 
encolpia, They became extraordinarily pop- 
ular during the middle ages. 

PROCESSIONAL Cross. In the Middle Ages 
“the Cross was taken from the side of the 
altar, and borne before the procession of 
clergy and laity to certain fixed places, 
where it was lowered to receive the devout 
kisses of the populace. These places were 
called stations. Ciampini explains the term, 
as by their very names reminding the faith- 
ful of a military station, that those bap-

cross became a special part of the Church 
equipment, 

In monumental effigies the fact of the 
legs being crossed indicates that the de- 
ceased fought in the Holy Land in a cru- 
sade. 

Heraldic crosses. “Nothing but the dif- 
ferent-colored crosses sewn to the garments 
of the French, English and Flemish cru- 
saders served to distinguish them.”—Gard- 
ner, In heraldry the cross is “an honorable 
ordinary, by Leigh reckoned the first; it is 
composed of four lines parallel, two perpen- 
dicular and two transverse, not drawn 
throughout, but meeting by couples in four 
right angles, near the fess point of the 
escutcheon, which occupies one-fifth of the 
surface, if plain, but more if charged with 
any other bearing.”—Robson, “It is sup- 
posed to have been first adopted as an 
heraldic charge by the crusaders, and in its 
many forms and modifications is very fre- 
quently used. When a cross only is speci- 
fied, without any qualifying description, the 
Greek cross must be shown.”—Milbourne. 
There are in all about 300 varieties of 
crosses. For heraldic crosses, see under 
their different titles. 

Roods. Pugin says of the crosses called 
roods: “Those crosses, which were fixed 
on lofts or beams between the nave and the 
choir of large churches, or the nave and 


chancel of small ones. They are of great 
antiquity. Codin, who lived in the XV. cen- 
tury, and wrote a history of Constantinople, 
describes a cross,which stood over the Jubé 
of St. Sophia's, made of gold, enriched 
with precious stones, and provided -with 
sconces for lights. Every jubé, or rood 
loft, was provided with a rich cross in the 
early times, but without the image of our 
Lord crucified. We have, however, proof 
that the image of our Lord was attached to 
crosses as early as the VIII. century, for 
Anastasius, in his life of Leo III., mentions 
that he made a cross of pure silver, which 
weighed 72 pounds, to stand in*the middle 
of the Church of St. Peter the Apostle, and 
a crucifix of silver for the high altar, which 
weighed 52 pounds, These roods are found 
in the churches of both the Greeks and the

Latins, and till within a comparatively late 
period not one church would have been 
found in France, Germany or Flanders 
without one. In many of the Flemish 
churches they are still standing perfect, as 
at Louvain. In others they have been re- 
moved within the last few years, and in 
several churches we find them fixed against 
the wall after the rood loft was demolished, 
as at Hal, Léau, Tirlemont, etc. They are 
usually carved in oak, and in the form and 
arrangement shown in the cut. On the 
front, towards the nave, the emblems of the 
four Evangelists are placed in the quatre- 
foils, the four extremities of the cross; to- 
wards the choir the four doctors” (SS. Je- 
rome, Ambrose, Augustine and Gregory). 
“The images of our blessed Lady and St. 
John are invariably placed at the foot of 
the cross on carved pedestals and uprights 
to receive them, and the whole richly gilded 


and painted.”

Question No, 2585.—Tinning Inside of 
Cups.—How can ] tin brass cups on the 
inside? The cups are intended for drink- 
ing purposes, and I desire to tin them be- 
fore silver plating. a; Be 

ANSWER:—To tin the inside of brass 
cups first chemically clean the inside with 
a dilute acid solution, then prepare a solu- 
tion by boiling peroxide of tin with a 
strong aqueous caustic potash solution until 
the liquid .is saturated with tin. Fill the 
cup to be tinned with this hot solution and 
a coating of tin will be the result. When 
you want to use the well-known Roseleur 

thod, prepare a solution of chloride of 
tin in crystals, six parts; pyrophosphate of 
sodium, 60 parts; distilled water, 3,000 
parts. This may be used as the other 
preparation above. 

Question No. 2586.—Gold Varnish for 
Leather.—Kindly give me a formula for 
making a gold varnish suitable for leather 
fobs. G. V. 

ANSWER :—For a good gold varnish suit- 
able for leather put 18 ounces of white 
resin, 10 ounces of common resin and eight 
ounces of aloes, in small pieces, in an 
earthen vessel over a strong fire without 
flame, stir, and when dissolved add two 
pints linseed oil and boil gradually for six 
hours. For a deeper shade add, while 
boiling, red lead according to the shade 
desired. The varnish is done when it will 
draw out in strings when taken out with 
a stick, If the leather were previously 
covered with silver leaf the luster will be 
one similar to burnished gold after varnish- 
ing, 

Question No, 2587,—Old Brass Finish. 
—How can I produce an old brass finish 
on brass? I want to finish so the brush 
drag marks will not show. O. B. 

ANSWER :—To prevent the scratchy effect 
on brass secure brass wire scratch-brushes 
as fine as obtainable, from four to six 
inches in diameter, and not less than four 
rows. The speed used should not be faster 
than 1,200 revolutions per minute. The 
brass pieces to be treated should be polished 
in the usual manner. Clean and proceed 
to scratch-brush, using a little well-worn 
or fine pumice and water. It is best to 
have the water drip on the brush from 
above: also use a little sal soda in the water 
to keep it soft. With a circular motion 
the brass can be made to give a surface 
free from drag marks. After brushing the 
pieces should be washed, passed through a 
cyanide dip, rinsed in water, then dried 
and lacquered. 


Question No. 2588.—Silver Solders. 








Kindly give me a formula for making a 





silver solder that will stand considerable 
working; also a formula for making a very 
cheap, or substitute for, silver solder. 
ay 

ANSWER :—A silver solder which is very 
tough is composed of copper, two parts, 
and silver, three parts, If a harder solder 
is wanted, use silver, 40 parts, and copper, 
10 parts. A solder which is very cheap, 
and which contains no silver, is made of 
copper, 40 parts; zinc, 40 parts, and tin, 20 
parts. This solder will show a seam when 
used on silver, and this must be covered 
by electro-plating. The last formula is an 
alloy of good brass, which comes very near 
to brass wire. Brass wire will make a 
good solder for many hard soldering jobs. 


Question No. 2589.—To Clean Pewter. 
—I have some old-fashioned pewter articles 
which I want to clean. I have tried acid 
dips, but this will not improve the appear- 
ance. Is there any other way by which 
this may be done?  Atae 

ANSWER:—There is a greasy oxidized 
surface on pewter which can only be re- 
moved by friction or polishing, ‘he fot- 
lowing preparation is suitable: Two des- 
sert-spoonfuls of finely powdered whiten- 
ing. one wineglassful of sweet oil and a 
tablespoonful of soft soap. Mix together 
into a smooth mass, then add enough alco- 
hol to make it of the consistency of cream. 
Clean the pewter first by washing with 
strong soapsuds; rinse in water, let stand 
until nearly dry, then rub up with a rag 
and the above polish. Follow up with a 
clean cloth and finish with a chamois. 

QuEstTIon No. 2590.—To Restore Opals. 
—How can I restore the appearance of 
opals without removing them from the 
Settings ? R. O. 

ANswer :—If the opals have deep cracks 
rub up with fine emery and polish after- 
wards with moistened powdered tripoli held 
in the palm of the hand. The stone should 
be rubbed in it until the luster is restored. 
The stones need not be removed from the 
settings. 

Question No, 2591.—Test for Real 
Pearls.—How can ] distinguish real pearls 
from the imitation? 7. 

ANSWER :—Pearls can be tested with a 
drop of sulphuric acid. If the acid boils, 
then the pearl is genuine. The acid must 
be removed very quickly after the test. The 
imitation pearl is not effected by acid. 

Question No. 2592.—Composition of 
Strass.—Please give me the composition of 
strass. It is often used for imitation of pre- 
cious stones. Cm 

ANSWER:—The materials used for pro- 
ducing strass are: Pure caystic potash, 
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16 parts; white lead, 85 parts; boracic acid, 
4% parts; arsenious acid, % part; fine 
white sand, 50 parts. These materials are 
carefully selected, placed in a Hessian cru- 
cible and fused in a porcelain furnace for 
a day and a night, then cooled very gradu- 
ally. This produces an imitation of a dia- 
mond. For the imitation of other stones 
metallic oxides are added, e.g., for coloring 
glass or enamels. 

Question No, 2593.—Price of Radium. 
—Can you tell me the present price of ra- 
dium, and also how it is delivered to 
buyers? Bo ies 

ANSWER :—Radium is one of the most 
expensive things in the world, and, accord- 
ing to the Brass World. the Austrian Gov- 
ernment has just fixed the price for a milli- 
gram (the 1,000th part of a gram) at 400 
crowns ($81.20). It is impossible to deliver 
radium in absolutely pure form, and it is 
therefore prepared for sale in a chemical 
combination and, as a matter of fact, as 
radium-barium-chloride. At present this 
radium preparation is manufactured in 
forms and qualities which are certified and 
guaranteed by the government institute of 
the Vienna University. Each radium prep- 
eration is inclosed in a round, so-called 
radium cell, which has a diameter of 21 
millimeters (millimeter = .03937 inch) and 
a thickness of nine millimeters. These cells 
are made in the form of a case that screws 
together, the material of which is nickeled 
brass; the bottom of the cell is run full of 
lead, in which is sunk a small square hole, 
and in this hole is stored the radium prep- 
aration. This radium cell is then closed 
with a mica plate, and it is thus not neces- 
sary to open this cell in order to utilize 
the radium ray. Every radium preparation 
is also officially stamped and consecutively 
numbered. These precautionary measures 
and rules are regarded as necessary on ac- 
count of the unusually powerful chemical 
action of radium and that no unforeseen 
injuries may result through careless han- 
dling of the same. To purchase radium 
from the Austrian Government one must 
have more than just the necessary money 
to pay the price, for in order to guard 
against the misuse of the same, this rare 
mineral will be sold only to scientific insti- 
tions or to learned men. Delivery is made 
at the risk of the purchaser, and as yet there 
are no rules regulating the use of the mails 
for such purpose. Up to date not even a 
single milligram of radium has ever been 
sent by mail. It has always been forwarded 
by special messenger. Such was the case 
when the Austrian Government sent a large 
quantity of radium (2 milligrams) to Paris 
as a gift to the Curies for experimental pur- 
poses. This was about a year and a half 
after the latter had discovered radium and 
still at a time when the new mineral could 
not be purchased. An assistant at the gov- 
ernment institute at Vienna then carried the 
precious stuff to Paris in a tiny capsule. 
Since that time radium has become relative- 
ly cheap. Under the quotations of the 
Austrian Government it is worth only about 
$36,500,000 per pound.
